‘A neat 
idea’ 


HE LEVERAGED buyout craze 

is causing problems all over the 

United States. Companies that 
once put their resources into new prod- 
ucts, better facilities, employee training 
and the like are now racking up huge 
debts to finance stock purchases or 
repurchases to take over other com- 
panies or to fend off corporate raiders. 

Thus far, the main way the public 
treasury has been helping these buyouts 
is through indirect tax subsidies (debt is 
taxed less than equity, so heavy borrow- 
1} |} i ; ing is encouraged over capital acquisi- 

2 ; : tion). But here in San Francisco, we’re 
facing the possibility of a direct public 
| bailout of a company that has expanded 

too fast, bought too much and now 
faces a debt crisis of its own making. 

The company is called Norcal Solid 
Waste Systems Inc. Norcal owns the 
two firms that control San Francisco’s 
garbage collection, Sunset Scavenger 
Corp. and Golden Gate Disposal Co. 
Once upon a time, Sunset and Golden 
Gate were small, locally owned, 
independent companies, essentially 
worker-owned collectives made up 
largely of the Italian immigrants who 
began the city’s refuse hauling industry 
with carts and horses. 

But over the years, Sunset and 
Golden Gate grew. Flush with money 
from the huge profits they took out of 
the city (through lucrative, Charter- 
enforced contracts that gave them 
virtual monopoly control over the 
industry), the companies expanded, 
formed subsidiaries and, eventually, 
merged. 

By the 1980s, as Craig McLaughlin 
points out in his story on page 15, Sunset 
and Golden Gate had gotten so big that 
the worker-owners could no longer just 
pass their jobs and shares in the business 
down to their sons, who would take over 
for them. So they came up with a buy- 
out plan. 

The idea was fairly simple, and 
theoretically sound: Norcal would form 
an Employee Stock Ownership Pro- 
gram (ESOP), which would purchase 
the company and distribute its benefits 
to past, present and future employees. 
In practice, the ESOP buyout was im- 
mensely complex — and very expensive. 
The company went heavily into debt — 
and now, it’s looking for a handout.

as a labor expense. That would mean 
city residents, under the Sunset rate- 
making formula, would pay virtually 
the entire cost of Sunset’s share of the 
ESOP.

Cleaning up the garbage mess 


conglomerate that controls all of San Fran- 

cisco’s garbage disposal would be asking for an 
outrageous public handout, a scheme that would 
force city residents to pay for the employees of 
Sunset Scavenger to buy out the company. After 
all, as Craig McLaughlin’s story on page 15 
reveals, the scavengers have been cleaning up at 
City Hall for years. And when the Agnos ad- 
ministration has shown its willingness to sell out to 
PG&E (on contracts that will cost the city some $20 
million a year), to Santa Fe Pacific (on a reassess- 
ment deal that will cost the city $625,000 a year), to 
a downtown stadium developer (on a secret financ- 
ing plan that could cost untold millions) and to big 
downtown businesses (that won’t pay any new 
taxes while residents and small businesses suffer 
service cuts under the budget crunch), it’s hardly 
shocking that the scavengers would queue up for a 
sellout of their own. 

At this point in the Agnos administration, it’s no 
shock at all — and that’s a serious problem. Under 
Art Agnos, San Francisco is becoming ever more 
firmly established as a city that will sell heart, soul 
and the family silver to every greedy huckster who 
waves a campaign contribution in front of a politi- 
cian’s face. 

The scavengers scandal goes beyond this ad- 
ministration. Since the 1932 City Charter, the com- 
panies that collect San Francisco garbage have 
had special, and very lucrative deals. Essentially, 
the Charter gave the scavengers a monopoly on 
waste disposal, and in the past 56 years, Sunset 
Scavenger and Golden Gate Disposal have par- 
layed that monopoly into a giant business. —__ 

Today, a conglomerate called Norcal Waste Dis- 
posal Systems owns both Golden Gate and Sunset, 
as well as more than 20 other companies, in cities 
from Colorado to Oregon. As our story points out, 
Norcal has established numerous scams that pro- 
tect its high monopoly rates and have made its share- 
holders wealthy at public expense. 


[: COMES as no surprise to us that the giant 


Our story raises numerous questions. The 
scavengers have used the profits they have made off 
San Francisco residents to build a huge garbage con- 
glomerate, and now the expansion debts are piling 
up. Why should we have to bail them out? If San 
Franciscans are being asked to pay, in effect, to buy 
Sunset Scavenger for its employees, why shouldn’t 
we buy it outright for the city? Why are leading 
politicians, like Assembly Speaker Willie Brown, 
the supervisors and Agnos, not working overtime 
to break up the garbage company monopoly and 
end the handouts and hustles for good, instead of 
taking campaign contributions and, in Brown’s 
case, fat legal fees from the scavengers? 

Chief Administrative Officer Rudy Nothenberg 
oversees the city’s scavenger contracts, and heis, to 
his credit, making some noises about stricter over- 
sight. Harvey Rose, the Board of Supervisors’ 
budget analyst, should continue to investigate the 
scavengers and explore how the city can get its 
share of the huge garbage profits. Ultimately, the 
situation may be such a disaster that only a full 
grand jury investigation can begin to sort it out. 

But if the scandals are to end, Agnos needs to 
take the lead. Two of his appointees, Controller Sam 
Yockey and PUC General Manger Dean Coffey, sit 
on the three-member board that sets garbage rates, 
and that will ultimately rule on the latest scavenger 
scam. The mayor should direct them to reject the 
proposal that the city pay for Sunset Scavenger’s 
employee buyout and instead begin to explore an 
option the city should have explored many years 
ago: Buying out the scavengers and running the 
garbage system as a local municipal utility. Like 
PG&E, the scavengers are immensely profitable, 
and the cash-starved city ought to explore its ability 
to put those profits into the public treasury. 

Above all, the mayor should speak out, loudly 
and in public, against the scavenger scams. San 
Francisco can’t afford yet another expensive, 
sleazy sellout — and Agnos can’t afford to let this 
one go by without a fight. 


Santa Fe: Another Agnos sellout? 


AN FRANCISCO Mayor Art Agnos and City 

Attorney Louise Renne may soon have 

another major sellout to add to their growing 
collection (see above). If the Assessment Appeals 
Board (accountable to Agnos) accepts the recom- 
mendations of the city assessor (represented by 
Renne), the city will lose some $625,000 a year in 
property tax revenue from Santa Fe Pacific 
Realty’s Mission Bay land. 

The story goes back to 1983, when the city de- 
cided, properly, that the sale of Southern Pacific to 
Santa Fe amounted to a transfer of ownership of 
the giant Mission Bay site. That meant the land 
could be reassessed, and Assessor Sam Duca 
pegged its value at $148 million. 

The new assessment hiked the property taxes on 
the land dramatically — the underused railroad 
yards owned by Southern Pacific were worth very 
little until the company proposed in 1982 to turn the 
land into anew “‘city within acity.’’ Thenew owner, 
Santa Fe Pacific Realty, a subsidiary of Santa Fe 
Southern Pacific Corp., sued for a reduction. 

The issues in the case are complex, but the out- 
come, after more than five years of legal wrangl- 
ing, is very simple: Santa Fe has won a major vic- 
tory, at the expense of the revenue-starved city. 

Like the PG&E contracts sellout that is costing 
the city tens of millions a year, the Santa Fe Pacific 
deal was cut in secret. Like the PG&E contracts 
sellout, it was announced quietly, and virtually 
blacked out by the local monopoly press. Like the 
PG&E contracts sellout, there are few public of- 
ficials willing to take a stand against it. 

And like the PG&E contracts sellout, the Santa 
Fe Pacific deal represents a major step backward 
for Mayor Agnos, and amajor disappointment for 
his supporters and constituents. 

Agnos has repeatedly retreated from his earlier 
stances on vacancy control, police accountability, 


the homeless, public power and more. The Mission 
Bay assessment deal has been negotiated by the 
City Attorney’s Office, in consultation with 
Duca’s office. But the outcome will have tremen- 
dous impacts on what Agnos wants to do with Mis- 
sion Bay — and on the city’s budget. 

The mayor can, and should, speak out loudly, 
now, against the deal. If the Assessment Appeals 
Board members don’t reject the deal, he should 
make it clear none of them will be reappointed, or 
serve in any office in San Francisco under his ad- 
ministration. The silence from his office can only 
signal assent. 

Meanwhile, City Attorney Renne and Assessor 
Duca have shown once again that neither deserves 
to continue in office. Duca, at least, has an- 
nounced his intention not to seek re-election. 
Renne is running, and for activists concerned 
about the future of the city, a major question re- 
mains: Who will run against her? 





PS: The crucial point is that, while Agnos is quietly 
telling the Chamber and the big downtown com- 
panies not to fear higher taxes to meet the budget 
crisis, he and Duca and other City Hall officials are 
also allowing the city’s biggest corporations and 
property owners to get away with hundreds of 
millions of dollars in underassessments and 
sweetheart assessments each year. (See ‘‘The rich 
get richer,’’ May 11, 1988 Bay Guardian). 

Thus, a major reason for the annual budget 
crunch and a major reason it won’t be easily solved 
is that the Agnos administration refuses to go after 
the big companies that aren’t paying their share for 
the expensive city services their Manhattanization 
campaign has created. We’re pleased to see that 
Supervisor Hongisto is going to tackle this problem by 
running for assessor. We repeat: Who’s going to 
run against Renne?

SF PREPARES 
TO ADD ARTS 
ELEMENT TO 
MASTER PLAN 


SAN FRANCISCO city officials released 
the first draft of the city’s Arts Policy 
Plan, a document that could become the 
first cultural element of the city’s Master 
Plan — and could dramatically affect the 
future of the arts in San Francisco. 

The 100-page rough draft, released 
March Ist, is by no means perfect. Most 
members of the local arts community told 
the Bay Guardian they haven’t finished 
reading it yet, but our review of the plan 
indicates it has tremendous potential — 
and important weaknesses. Local activists 
and the plan’s authors agree that 
community input is vitally necessary 
before the plan is finalized. 

The draft outlines five main goals for 
the city: take on a leadership role in 
fostering an environment which supports 
and nurtures the arts and artists; recognize 
and encourage the strength of the arts in 
San Francisco that comes from the 
culturally diverse expressions of its 
peoples; increase funding and support for 
the arts and artists in San Francisco; 
enhance, develop and protect the physical 
environment of the arts in San Francisco; 
and increase opportunities for quality arts 
education. Statements of objectives, 
policies and recommendations — ranging 
from the vague to the surprisingly specific 
— support each goal. 

Some sections already contain some 
strong, concrete suggestions about 
improving city support for the arts. For 
example, the plan recommends that the 
City Planning Code require developers to 
replace arts facilities that are changed or 
destroyed by development and that it 
expand current rent control legislation 
to include live/work spaces established 
before 1979. The draft also asks that 
artists and arts organizations receive a 
verdict on permit applications — to erect a 
stage or have a fire exit approved, for 
example — within 30 days. And the plan 
recommends that artists and arts 
organizations be housed in the Presidio. 

The rough draft is vague, however, 
about how San Francisco can achieve 
many of the goals it sets forth. There are 
no concrete strategies on how to increase 
support and attention for culturally diverse 
artists and arts organizations. For 


-example, under the objective that reads 


“Ensure the participation of all 
populations in city arts decision making 
and programming,”’ the space left for 
recommendations is blank. 

The original impetus for the project dates 
back to a 1983 State/Local Partnership 
document, which recommended that a 
cultural element be added to the Master 
Plan. Work on the project stopped there, 
partly because of funding difficulties during 
the Feinstein administration, and did not 
begin again until Paul Lord, at the Plan- 
ning Department, found a grant from the 
National Endowment for the Arts for the 
development of new arts programs that 
“looked like a perfect fit’’ for the new plan. 

The substance of the first draft came 
out of a series of meetings with members 
of the local arts community. More than 
200 artists, educators, consultants and 
administrators split into seven focus 


groups: art and education, facilities, 
funding, economic development, urban 
design, cultural diversity and artists’ 
issues. At a meeting tentatively scheduled 
for the end of April, members of the 
public will be allowed to comment and add 
suggestions before the plan goes in front 
of the Planning Commission and the 
Board of Supervisors. 

Margie O’ Driscoll, of San Francisco 
Arthouse, explained the importance of 
having a cultural element of the Master 
Plan. ‘‘A master plan is a binding 
document,”’ she said, ‘‘For example, the 
San Francisco Master Plan has an open 
space element and transportation element. 
Having a master plan means that every 
time something comes up — like what to 
do with Hunters Point — City Planning 
has to look at the amount of open space 
and transportation, but no one has to ac- 
knowledge that there are quite a lot of art- 
ists living out there. With the cultural ele- 
ment, however, if there are two proposals, 
for example, one for an office building and 
one for a repertory movie house, the movie 
theater would be in the plan so it would be 
easy for the Planning Commission to make 
a choice in its favor.’’ 

The plan offers the chance to have the 
kind of influence at a decision-making 
level that artists and arts organizations in 
San Francisco have long been lacking. The 
fact that Mayor Agnos fought off the flu 
long enough to speak at the first public 
meeting about the plan on Feb. 7th is an 
indication of the potential support for it at 
City Hall. Without substantial community 
input, however, the plan runs the risk of 
going through the approval process 
without having to look hard at what the 
community really needs. 

As Lord explained, ‘“We really want it 
to be a community plan. The Feb. 7th 
meeting had a high turnout of decision- 
makers with a sincere interest in the plan, 
but the support will really have to come 
from the public.’’ Copies of the plan are 
on view at the Main Library and at the 
seven large neighborhood branch libraries.

RARE LEGAL 
MANEUVER 
STAYS DETROIT 
PRESS MERGER 


THE SAN FRANCISCO daily papers this 
week continued their blackout of the latest 
critical development in the saga of the 
proposed Joint Operating Agreement 
between the Detroit News and Free Press. 
On Saturday, March 4th, Supreme Court 
Justice William Brennan blocked the 
merger from taking effect until at least 
March 17th. The two papers were slated to 
begin joint operations Monday, March 6th. 
Brennan’s highly unusual move came 
after Chief Justice William Rehnquist 
denied a stay request and opponents of the 
JOA turned to Brennan for help. Under 
the court’s rules, a second justice can 
decide to refer a stay request to the full 
court, but normally such a referral does 
not involve a temporary injunction putting 
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the stay in place until the court can 
consider it. 

In this case, however, the court is sched- 
uled to take a brief recess, and the full 
panel of justices will not meet until March 
17th. So Brennan agreed to halt implemen- 
tation of the JOA until that time. 

The New York Times and the Wall 
Street Journal both ran reports on the 
stay, and the Associated Press put it out 
on the wire. But neither of San Francisco’s 
JOA dailies printed a word. 

The Detroit JOA would allow the 
nation’s two largest newspaper chains, 
Gannett and Knight-Ridder, to merge two 
papers that both are among the ten largest 
in the nation. The giant combines insist 
that both papers can’t survive without an 
end to competition. 

JOA opponents, including Detroit 
readers and advertisers, have sued to block 
the merger, saying neither paper is actually 
failing and that Gannett and Knight- 
Ridder are just looking for a way to 
increase their profits. The JOA foes are 
represented by Ralph Nader’s Public 
Citizen Litigation Group. 

Bob Dreyfuss, the group’s public affairs 
director, told the Bay Guardian he is pleased 
with the stay, although there is no way of 
knowing how the nine justices ultimately 
will vote. ‘‘Everything is on hold until 
March 17th,’’ he said. ‘‘And the future of 
American newspapers lies in the balance.”’

COMMISSION 
MEETS SECRETLY 
ON HUERTA 
CASE — AGAIN 


CITING THE need for ‘‘some kind of 
public accountability” in the Sept. 14th 
police beating of United Farm Workers 
Vice President Dolores Huerta, Police 
Commission President Louis Giraudo has 
scheduled an executive session of the 
commission with Police Chief Frank 
Jordan to ‘“‘probe his reason for why he 
did what he did.”’ 

What Jordan did was decide not to 
discipline Officer Francis Achim, despite 
charges of “‘unnecessary force’’ sustained 
by the Office of Citizen Complaints — the 
civilian police oversight agency. 

The closed-door session March 7 and the 
regularly scheduled meeting of the com- 
mission on March 8th — at which the com- 
mission will publicly vote on whether to 
order Jordan to file a complaint against 
Achim — put the five police commissioners 
on the hot seat once again. For nearly six 
months the commission has failed to make 
a decision on the case and this week it may 
actually be forced to do so. 

A Feb. 14th city attorney’s opinion 
provided the commission with four 
options on the Huerta case, including 
ordering the chief to file a complaint 
against the officer. According to the City 
Charter, only the chief of police can file 
such a complaint, which would then lead 
to a commission discplinary hearing. But 
Jordan says he cannot be forced to file a 
complaint he does not ‘“‘believe is true,”’ 
without putting his job in jeopardy. 

Commissioner Giraudo agrees, but ACLU 
attorney John Crew told the Bay Guardian, 
“‘The entire process is based on one signifi- 
cant — but false — assumption. The chief

has said that he cannot not file a complaint 
that he does not believe in — in this case 
that the officer used unnecessary force — 
without perjuring himself, but no one from 
the City Attorney’s Office has filed any 
opinion saying that this is the case.’ 

Deputy City Attorney Buck Delventhal 
confirmed to the Bay Guardian that his 
office has not presented the commission 
with any formal opinion on the matter and 
has not been asked to do so. Mayor Art 
Agnos, who appoints the Police Com- 
mission, has consistently maintained that 
Achim used ‘‘proper technique”’ during the 
incident and was “‘just following orders.”’ 
He stands behind Jordan’s decision. 

The March 7th meeting is just the latest 
in a series of efforts to handle the Huerta 
beating away from the public view. In 
September, soon after the incident, the 
Police Commission and the Board of 
Supervisors Finance Committee met in 
closed session — illegally, according to a 
public meeting law expert — to discuss the 
highly publicized incident. 

The Police Commission had earlier that 
week tried to hold an ‘‘emergency closed 
session’’ to discuss the Huerta case, but 
canceled the meeting after protests from 
the Bay Guardian. Emergency closed ses- 
sions are expressly prohibited by the Ralph 
M. Brown Open Meeting Act, the state’s 
landmark open government statute. 

The March 7th session was closed, 
Giraudo said, because it was about a per- 
sonnel matter — an evaluation of Jordan’s 
performance in the Huerta case. The 
commission plans to question both the 
chief and Michael Langer, director of the 
Office of Citizens Complaints. However, 
there are limits on the amount of evidence 
the commission can hear on the case 
without prejudicing itself. Giraudo said he 
would not comment on this problem 
before talking to the city attorney — but 
Delventhal said that he would not advise 
the commission about limits on their ques- 
tioning until the closed meeting began, and 
would have to await direction from the 
commission as to what he could divulge 
after the meeting. 

Questions remain about the legality of 
the March 7th closed session under the 
terms of the Brown Act. Terry Francke, 
Brown Act expert and legal counsel to the 
California Newspaper Publishers 
Association, told the Bay Guardian it is 
not appropriate under the Brown Act to 
justify this closed session as a-personnel _ 
discussion. ‘‘The commission is taking a 
provision intended for once-a-year 
employee review and using it for the 
closed-door discussion of a policy 
impasse,’’ he said. ‘‘A simple deadlock 
with the chief executive officer is not what 
the Legislature had in mind when they 
wrote the act.””

sionals: physicians’ assistants, who say 
they are qualified for many of the Health 
Department jobs currently held by nurse 
practitioners, and the nurses union, SEIU 
Local 790, which says the city should start 
hiring PAs — as long as they and nurse 
practitioners hold different jobs. 

The complex dispute involves only a 
handful of jobs — but it raises questions 
about affirmative action, the professional 
status of nurses, the Health Department 
bureaucracy and the authority of the 
Health Commission. 

A year ago, in March 1988, the Health 
Commission ordered the department to 
stop hiring nurse practitioners until it 
implemented a 1987 Civil Service ruling 
that PAs be allowed to compete for most 
of the jobs now open to NPs. However, 
Dr. David Werdegar, the director of 
public health, told the Bay Guardian he 
held up implementation to honor the 
nurses union’s request for arbitration, and 
to conduct informal negotiations. 

Nurses union representative Donna 
Garber told the Bay Guardian that NPs 
cannot be equated with PAs, who don’t 
have a nursing background. “‘The nurse’s 
professional body of knowledge has 
traditionally been undervalued because of 
sexism,’’ she said. The union, backed up 
by a city arbitrator’s finding last June, also 
emphasizes the two professions’ different 
legal status: PAs must operate with the 
supervision of a physician, while NPs are 
allowed more independence. 

According to a Health Department 
personnel report, however, PAs are 
qualified for 23 of the 30 jobs now held by 
NPs. ‘‘In these jobs they are not practicing 
independently of physicians,’’ said Dr. 
Phillip Lee, who chaired the Health 
Commission during most of this dispute. 
“Tt seems to be a turf issue.’’ 

Civil Service Classification Supervisor 
Monte Mansir also emphasized the 
similarity between the two professions. 
“In Alameda County the two are 


combined into one classification and hired 
interchangeably,’’ he said, ‘‘and at 
Stanford and UC at Davis, NPs and PAs 
attend the same training program.” 

“*The city charter says any person can 
apply for any job he or she is qualified 
for,’’ said PA Nancy Elliott. ‘“You can’t 
erect artificial barriers.’’ That’s what 
Local 790 is trying to do, according to the 
loosely-organized Physicians Assistants of 
San Francisco. These ‘‘artificial barriers,”’ 
said Elliott, are especially harmful because 
a greater percentage of PAs than NPs 
are ethnic minorities — so hiring PAs 
would help the Health Department meet 
affirmative action goals. 

But Dr. Werdegar agrees with Local 790 
that PAs and NPs should not compete for 
the same jobs. ‘‘Nurses feel keenly about 
their professional identity,’’ Werdegar told 
the Bay Guardian, ‘‘so they feel it’s 
unfair to have a group with a different 
educational background lumped in 
with them.” 

The PAs, who first requested city jobs 
in 1985, are increasingly frustrated with 
the department’s inaction. ‘“The Health 
Commission was created to make the 
Health Department more responsive to the 
public,’’ said Elliott. ‘‘But the Health 
Commission passed this policy and the 
Health Department has just not 
implemented it.”’ 

“It’s hard to change a bureaucracy,”’ 
commented former commissioner Lee, 
‘and in the four years I was on the 
commission this was one of the more 
frustrating, aggravating issues. 

“But overall the Health Commission 
has had a significant effect on department 
priorities. And it has added to the opening 
up process. A bureacracy can stonewall 
forever, but the existence of the 
Health Commission means an issue can’t 
be buried.”’ 

Sure enough, the Health Commission 
will again unearth the PA-NP dispute at its 
meeting on April 3rd, 2:30 pm, 101 Grove, 
auditorium, SF.

The February Nielsen ratings 
for local TV news shows are 
out, and although KGO 
(Channel 7) remains number 
one, the big winner seems to 
be KRON (Channel 4). KRON, 
which has lagged in third 
place in the local news ratings, 
is now tied for second with 
KPIX (Channel 5). The two both 
posted a nine rating anda 16 
percent market share for the 6 
pm slot. The Channel 7 news 
won an 11 rating anda 19 
percent share. 

KRON is still stuck in third 
place for the 11 pm news slot, 
with a 6.7 rating and 17 
percent share, behind KPIX 
(7.5/20) and KGO (7.6/20). But 
KRON is up 3 rating points and 
a 4 percent share since last 
year in the 6 pm slot, a 
significant gain. 

Local media observers have 
come up with all manner of 
explanations for the sudden 
change in KRON's fortunes. 
The most common line 
Viewers are now getting ‘‘used 
to’’ KRON’s anchors, Sylvia 
Chase and Bob Jimenez. That 
makes a certain amount of 
sense — viewer “comfort” 
with evening news anchors 
has always been a factor in 
attracting audience share. 

However, there’s another 
factor that seems to get over- 
looked in all this: KRON 
consistently does a better job 
delivering local and national 
news than either of the other 
two stations. Could it be that 
the Bay Area’s TV news 
viewers have actually decided 
that they want more quality 
and less fluff in their evening 
news fare? 

Another question: If KRON’s 
ratings are improving, will 
News Director Herb Dudnick 
stop cutting away at the news 
department and, for example, 
restore the budget of the 
Target 4 investigative unit? Or 
will he see the better ratings 
as a mandate for continued 
decimation of the area's only 
marginally decent 6 pm news 
program? Stay tuned 


In other more-or-less good 
news, No Way to Repay, a pro- 
gram by the independent public 
television magazine California 
Working, has now been broad- 
cast on Channel 32, Channel 
22 and Channel 60. The show 
is a 30-minute documentary 
that exposes the scandalous 
treatment of injured workers in 
the California workers’ com- 
pensation system. 

If you missed the episode 
— or if, like many people in 
the Bay Area, you don't have 
cable and can't pick up 
Channel 32, 22 or 60 — you 
can join the growing number 
of people calling on KQED to 
broadcast No Way to Repay 
on channel 9. KQED has 
shown some interest in the 
program, but keeps hedging 
on broadcasting it (an all-too- 
typical move by a local public 
TV station that has demon- 
Strated very little interest in 
local independent program- 
ming). Call KQED to request 
the show at 553-2100. 








Kayo is a Knockout 


SUPERVISOR TERENCE Hallinan — 
unlike many newly elected officials — has 
wasted no time in taking his place on the 
Board of Supervisors as an active and 
vocal advocate. 

On the board’s Finance Committee, 
“Terence is a very quick study,”’ said one 
City Hall insider who regularly appears 
before the committee. ‘“‘He asks 
intelligent, informed questions that raise 
issues no one had thought of.”’ 

When local trial court judges demanded 
more funding than had been approved by 
Budget Analyst Harvey Rose, Hallinan 
roared his disapproval of the judges’ 
strong-arm tactics. 

Only Nancy Walker and board 
President Harry Britt joined Hallinan in 
voting against the judges. Hallinan’s 
willingness to stand up to powerful 
interests will no doubt make the rest of the 
board very nervous, especially as budget 
issues heat up later this spring. 


Denebeim’s 6-1 victory 


TO THE surprise of almost everyone, peace 
seems to be breaking out at the San 
Francisco Board of Education. 

At the board’s Feb. 28th meeting, a 
new, relatively harmonious, 6-1 consensus 
emerged from the old and contentious 4-3 
vote that has dominated the board’s 
proceedings for years. 

Leland Yee and Sodonia Wilson broke 
the pattern by voting with President Libby 
Denebeim, Vice President Fred Rodriguez, 
Myra Kopf and JoAnne Miller. Rosario 
Anaya was the lone dissenting vote. 

At issue was the acceptance of 
Denebeim’s proposal to establish four 
board committees: rules, buildings and 
grounds, curriculum and pupil services and 
personnel and evaluation. The board has 
had no standing committees since 1986. 

In earlier 4-3 votes, Yee and Wilson sided 
with Anaya over a variety of issues. It ap- 
pears that Denebeim is beginning to succeed 
in convincing them that their interests could 
be well served in voting with the majority. 
If consensus holds it could pave the way to 
long-overdue districtwide reform. 


No on Chinatown high-rise 


THE BOARD of Permit Appeals refused 
to permit developer Zev Ben-Simon and 
Taldan Investment Co. to build a massive 
15 story condominum project in a China- 
town neighborhood of two and three story 
buildings. Brad Paul, Executive Director of 
the Chinatown Resource Center, told the 
Bay Guardian that the 4-0 vote is a major 
victory for affordable housing activists in 
San Francisco. ‘‘This means that the proj- 
ect is now dead,”’ he said. 

To save the project now, Taldan would 
have to take the issue to court or back to 
the Planning Commission. 

Housing activists were especially pleased 
with board member Victor Makras, who 
cast the fourth and deciding vote after 
requesting a week’s time to review the 
matter. Makras, an Agnos appointee and 
president of the Board of Realtors, said he 
supported the building of ‘‘any type of 
housing”’ but lashed out at the “‘lack of 
due process’’ during the Taldan project’s 
approval. 


Pressing Art on the arts 


SPIRITS WERE high Feb. 27th at the first 
meeting of the newly-formed San Francisco 
Arts Democratic Club as a sizable number 
of artists, administrators and even 
politicians gathered to initiate a new age of 


arts lobbying and influence in the city. 

Supervisor Harry Britt was on hand to 
spur the club on with a view of the arts 
from City Hall. ‘‘I think I can say that 
there is no other group which is as 
emphatically not there as the arts,’’ he said 
But the club demonstrated that it intends to 
change that situation. Ellen Gavin, leader 
of the club’s Burning Issues Committee, 
spoke about the split between San Fran- 
cisco’s growing reputation as a world class 
arts center and the support that the arts 
community actually receives from the city. 
‘How can we exist in such an international 
center,’’ Gavin asked, ‘‘and still have such 
a small town attitude toward ourselves?”’ 

The club overwhelmingly approved a 
proposal by Quentin Easter of the 
Lorraine Hansberry Theatre that it move 
immediately to lobby for the appointment 
of a deputy mayor for arts and culture. Of 
all the deputy mayor posts that Mayor 
Agnos has promised, only the one dealing 
with arts and culture still remains unfilled. 
Ironically, the duties and responsibilities of 
the position have fallen to Deputy Mayor 
for Business Development James Ho. The 
club’s next meeting will be held on March 
28 at New College, 777 Valencia, SF.

THE CALIFORNIA Air Resources Board 
will meet in San Mateo Friday, March 10th 
to discuss and hear public testimony about 
the Bay Area’s failure to attain federal air 
quality standards. The board, which over- 
sees local agencies like the Bay Area Air 
Quality Management District, will attempt 
to create new policies to lower the 
amounts of ozone and carbon monoxide 
Bay area residents breathe. 

Since a key element of any solution is a 
commuter shift from automobile use to 
more mass transit, any discussion of air 
quality inevitably involves the ever-present 
issue of Bay area transit planning.

THE REGIONAL Water Quality Control 
Board will continue to hold public hear-

The board could decide to stop all future 
dumping off Alcatraz, and severely curtail 
projects underway. 

If the board does prohibit dumping of 
dredge spoils in the Bay, they will be 
dumped in the open ocean. The next fight 
will center on where. That issue should 
come up on April 6th, when the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency will conduct 
initial hearings to find a newdump site. A 
time and place for the meeting have not 
been announce as of press time. We’ll 
keep you posted on the EPA ocean 
dumping hearings.

EI Salvador news coverage: 
Better but still misleading

Gs IVENITS history of slanted U.S. media coverage of El 





Salvador, I’ve been pleasantly surprised in the last few 
months to see more press criticism of U.S. and 
Salvadoran government policy. 

Chronicle stringer Tom Gibb and Examiner staffer Phil 
Bronstein have both filed excellent stories depicting the surge 
of right-wing death squad murders and have reported fairly 
on the left-wing opposition. Even the New York Times and 
Washington Post recognize the failure of Reagan/Bush 
policies in El Salvador, and write about the increased 
strength of the guerrillas. 

But the major media have not suddenly become 
opponents of U.S. intervention. In an important New York 
Times Magazine piece (2/5/89), former Times San Salvador 
correspondent James LeMoyne writes that both the 
Salvadoran military and guerrillas engage in terrorist 
violence that makes the country’s problems “‘intractable.”’ 
That theme of a Salvadoran quagmire pops up in all the 
national media. 

Reality on the ground is quite different. Political opinion 
has clearly polarized, but the left has steadily gained 
strength. While the FMLN guerrillas certainly use violence 
against the army and government officials, the government 
and extreme right systematically use terroristic violence 
against civilians. The tendency of U.S. media to equate the 
violence of both sides is plain wrong. 

But this similar reporting is not a conspiracy, as some pro- 
gressives suppose. There’s no cabal of cigar-chomping pub- 
lishers sitting in a New York high-rise dictating stories to 
reporters in San Salvador. (Among other things, even pub- 
lishers have stopped smoking.) Rather, current coverage of El 
Salvador reflects the confusion and debate within U.S. ruling 
circles about how to deal with a failed Reagan/Bush policy. 

We do get different opinions about the future of El 
Salvador — ranging from Bush administration right-wingers 
to moderates in the Democratic Party. The opinions of 
ordinary Salvadorans are conspicuously absent. 

To understand U.S. media coverage, we must first look at 
some recent Salvadoran history. In 1984, the U.S. backed the 
election of President Napoleon Duarte as a centrist who 
could combat the extremists of the left and right. Main- 
stream Democrats and Republicans proclaimed El Salvador 
a true democracy, supported increased military aid and 
promptly forgot about the country. Washington believed that 
its “‘low intensity’ conflict against the Faribundo Marti 
National Liberation Front/Revolutionary Democratic 
Front (FMLN/FDR) was steadily gaining ground. The U.S. 
government largely ignored setbacks to Duarte during 
1984-87, focusing instead on Nicaragua. 

But by 1988, Reagan’s policies had obviously unraveled. 
Unions and peasant associations that had backed Duarte 
denounced him, and allied with the left. U.S. congressional 
liberals became alarmed in March 1988 when the death squad 
ARENA party won a majority in the constituent assembly. 
Washington once again debated how to defeat the 
FMLN/FDR and maintain U.S. influence in El Salvador. 

Both liberals and conservatives sought to use the media as 
a critical tool in the policy debate. The U.S. embassy in San 
Salvador and the State Department in Washington strokes 
and stokes reporters — rewarding friends and providing 
them inside information. All the major U.S. reporters in San 
Salvador admitted it to me during my trip therein 1983. Fora 
recent example, we need only see how the State Department 
and CIA leaked information to James LeMoyne of the 
Times, alleging recent Nicaraguan arms shipments to the 
FMLN (NYT 11/24/88). The U.S. embassy can also punish 
critics, as they did to the Times’ Ray Bonner in 1982 by 
refusing to even talk to him. 


Congressional liberals and dissenters within the State 
Department play the same game. Senators Mark Hatfield 
(R-Oregon) and Tom Harkin (D-Iowa), for example, talked to 
the Washington Post about the Reagan administration 
working with Salvadoran military officers connected with 
death squads (Washington Post 10/6/88). 

Of course reporters don’t have to publish every lead and 
leak from Washington. But that information fits nicely with 
reporters’ and editors’ own ideological biases. Especially for 
the Times and Post, the policy debate in Washington sets the 
parameters as to ‘“‘what’s news.” 

Some independent-minded reporters like the Christian 
Science Monitor’s Chris Norton or the San Francisco 
Examiner’s Bronstein go beyond those parameters and 
report on what’s news for Salvadorans. Examiner Foreign 


Current coverage of

Reagan/Bush policy. 


Editor Andrew Ross told me that ‘‘the Times is more policy- 
oriented and they report more through a Washington prism. 
We want to report on El Salvador in all its dimensions.” 

The Washington prism gazers are in a frenzy now, 
scrambling to prepare public opinion for the March 19th 
Salvadoran presidential election. What will the U.S. Con- 
gress and people think if an ARENA candidate wins? 

The Wall Street Journal leads the charge to sanitize 
ARENA. ARENA leader Roberto D’Aubuisson reportedly 
planned the murder of Archbishop Oscar Romero in 1980 
and has extensive ties to death squads. While having some 
popular base, ARENA represents the extreme right-wing 
oligarchs and military. Yet the Journal refers favorably to 
ARENA as “‘the free-market’’ party because of its opposi- 
tion to Duarte’s land reform program. 

The Post’s Douglas Farah and the Times new San 
Salvador correspondent Lindsey Gruson are more critical of 
ARENA. They reflect the view of Democratic liberals who 
fear that a victorious ARENA will unleash right-wing terror 
and eventually precipitate a FMLN/FDR triumph. They 
also write that ARENA’s presidential candidate Alfredo 
Christiani is personally clean and may make the party more 
moderate if he can dominate the extremist D’Aubuisson. In 
reality, there are no serious differences between the two and 
D’Aubuisson remains the real power in ARENA. 

If Christiani wins the elections, the Bush administration 
will work overtime to convince us that we have a new, 
improved ARENA. Some in the mainstream media will cer- 
tainly echo that line. A few good reporters won’t. 

The Salvadoran people are not worried about Washing- 
ton’s strategic interests nor the U.S./Soviet balance of power 
in the region. They want food on their table and an end to the 
senseless bombing of their villages — something that seems 
to be outside the parameters of Washington’s and the major 
media’s thinking. w

The boys from 
Fontana Rossa 


How the scavenger industry became a local tradition 


— and a local scandal

scavengers were mostly Genovese 
Italians from cities with names 
like Fontana Rossa. After spending 
months traveling to San Francisco — 
only to find that jobs were not available 
— they purchased horses and carts and 
made a living hauling garbage. Around 
the time of the 1906 earthquake, there 
were more than 100 garbage companies 
with routes crisscrossing the city. 
In 1920, some of those tiny com- 


panies banded together in a worker- 
Owned cooperative called Sunset 
Scavenger. The next year, another 
group formed the Scavenger’s Protec- 
tion Association, which would later 
become Golden Gate Disposal Co. 
Holding shares in either company 
basically meant that you owned a job. 
When a scavenger was ready to retire, 
he sold his share to someone else, usual- 
ly a family member, who would come 
up with a down payment and pay the 
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Ranking Bay Area garbage rates

This chart shows monthly rates Bay Area garbage firms charge to pick up 
one 32-gallon trash can once a week from a residence, and the fee each 
garbage company pays for its city franchise. The two highest rates are Los 
Altos, a hilly community with houses spread relatively far apart, and 
Berkeley, which operates its own garbage firms and passes along the costs 
of one of the most progressive waste-reduction programs in the country. 
San Francisco rates fall near the middle of the list, but well above the rates 
charged In Oakland and San Jose — big cities with densities approaching 
San Francisco’s. Although levels of service vary widely from community to 
community, San Francisco rates includes additional charges for special 
services like key entry and picking up garbage away from the curb. 

San Francisco’s garbage companies were the only ones we could find — 
except for Marin Sanitary and Berkeley’s municipal service — that did not 
pay a franchise fee.

The scavenger 
scandals 


San Francisco residents paid tens of millions of dollars to build 
the fourth-largest garbage conglomerate in the country. Now the 
scavengers want us to pay even more to finance an employee 
buyout. Part two of a Bay Guardian investigative report

N THE midst of a major budget 
crisis and cuts in city services, San 
Francisco residents are quietly be- 
ing asked to pay millions of dollars 
to cover the costs of a local garbage 
collection company’s employee stock 
ownership plan, the Bay Guardian has 
learned. 

In effect, city residents would wind 
up paying to purchase the company — 
and get nothing except higher rates in 
return. 

If it’s approved, the proposal will be 
just one of many scams and ques- 
tionable practices the local garbage 
firms have used over the years to 
squeeze huge amounts of money out of 
San Francisco. Together, the financial 
shenanigans and the Charter-protected 
monopoly of the scavengers have cost 
the city hundreds of thousands of 
dollars each year. The latest scam could 
cost at least $4 million a year more. 

The companies that collect garbage 
in San Francisco — Sunset Scavenger 
and Golden Gate Disposal — used to be 
small, locally owned, independent 
businesses, but no more. Today, they 
are controlled by a single con- 
glomerate, Norcal Solid Waste 
Systems, that ranks as the fourth- 
largest waste disposal firm in the na- 
tion, with more than 20 subsidiaries 
and operations as far away as Medford, 
Oregon. A two-month Bay Guardian 
investigation into the local garbage in- 
dustry, involving interviews with former 
company shareholders, city officials 
and representatives of other local 
garbage firms as well as a review of 
hundreds of pages of corporate 
documents, rate applications and 
testimony before city rate boards, 
reveals that: 

@ Under a 1987. Norcal plan, each or 
the shareholders of the Sunset Scav- 
enger garbage firm received $305,000 
and a generous benefit package to sell 
their stock to the company’s 
employees. But to finance the deal, 
Norcal went heavily in debt, borrowing 
about $73 million (see story this page). 
Now the company wants San Francisco 
ratepayers to pick up the tab for Sunset, 
then turn the company over to its 
employees. 

@ The two Norcal subsidiaries 
regulated by the city — Sanitary Fill 
and Sunset — are rewarded for running 
inefficiently, and that translates into 
higher rates for San Franciscans. The 
companies are allowed to set rates that 
essentially guarantee 9.5 percent pre- 
tax profit. Under that procedure, 
higher expenses mean higher revenues 
— which in turn mean higher profits. A 
Bay Guardian survey of Bay Area cities 
shows that San Francisco’s rates for 
weekly residential pickup ofa 32-gallon 
garbage can are among the highest in 
the area and are about 30 percent 
higher than rates in the area’s com- 
parably sized cities, Qakland and San 
Jose (see chart, left). 





™@ The garbage rates charged by the 
unregulated subsidiary Golden Gate 
are typically linked to the rates Sunset is 
allowed to charge by the city. Since 
Golden Gate’s profits are unregulated, 
any increase in Sunset’s rates translates 
into greater profits for Golden Gate. 
Now that the two companies have 
merged, Sunset has even less incentive 
to cut costs. The less efficiently Sunset 
operates, the greater Golden Gate’s 
unrestricted profits. 

@ Norcal is now able to shift costs 
from one subsidiary to another, in- 
creasing profits in the process. For ex- 
ample, the city sets the maximum rate 
that Sanitary Fill may charge for dis- 
posing of a ton of garbage. It charges 
that rate — currently $45.20 per ton — 
to Sunset and to independent debris box 
companies. However, it charges less — 
as little as $27 per ton, according to some 
reports — to dispose of waste from 
Golden Gate’s commercial debris boxes. 
That cuts revenues for Sanitary Fill, 
keeps costs high for Sunset and lowers 
expenses for Golden Gate. In the end, 
the parent company’s bottom line 
benefits as the regulated companies sub- 
sidize the unregulated company. 

® Because of its Employee Stock Op- 
tion Plan (ESOP), Norcal has been able 
to take advantage of a six-year-old 
policy change and federal tax breaks to 
nearly double its after-tax profit. The 
city once allowed Sunset and Sanitary 
Fill to make a profit of 5 percent after 
taxes, but because of changing tax 
laws, the city decided in 1983 to use a 
figure of 9.5 percent before taxes. The 
theory at the time was that a 9.5 percent 


pre-tax profit would be simpler to 
calculate and would amount to essen- 
tially a 5 percent profit after taxes. 

However, the law provides substan- 

tial tax breaks for companies that 
establish ESOPs. The 1988 financial 
statements that Golden Gate, Sunset 
and Sanitary Fill provided to the city do 
not give any indication that the com- 
panies paid any corporate income tax. 
In fact, Sunset’s statement shows an in- 
come tax refund of $147,000. In other 
words, the company’s income after 
taxes was greater than its income before 
taxes. This means that a city formula 
designed to guarantee Sunset 5 percent 
profit after taxes now provides the firm 
with an after-tax profit nearly twice 
that size. 
B® Those financial statements also 
show that Sunset is depreciating the 
value of its city permits over 40 years, 
despite the fact that those permits have 
no concrete value, cost the company 
nothing, were granted in 1932 and are, 
for all practical purposes, protected in 
perpetuity by the City Charter. City of- 
ficials apparently accepted these 
deductions as an allowable expense 
during the 1987 rate hearings for 
Sunset, according to charts contained 
in an April 30, 1987 report by Richard 
Evans, San Francisco’s director of 
public works. 

This phantom expense for 1988, the 
Sunset balance sheet shows, was 
$1,134,415. At a 9.5 percent operating 
ratio, that translates into an additional 
cost for city ratepayers of $119,000 
during 1988 alone.

® Toestablish the ESOP, Norcal took 
on a debt so large that critics charge the 
company can never pay it off without 
help from the ratepayers. Last year, 
Sunset’s share of the interest payment 
alone was nearly $3 million, the com- 
pany’s financial statement shows. At 
the same time, the company’s revenues 
totaled less than $51 million. If the city 
holds profits to 5 percent after taxes 
and disallows the interest payments as 
an expense, Sunset could expect to 
make a profit of $2.55 million. That 
wouldn’t even be enough to pay the 
interest on the debt, much less the 
principal. 

Independent of interest payments, 
Sunset’s contribution’ to the Norcal 
ESOP during 1988 was $2.3 million. 
Since the city disallows close to $1 
million annually in expenses that must 
then come out of profits, a 5 percent 
profit after taxes would not cover the 
ESOP payments — even if the ESOP 
was funded with zero-interest loans. 

Consider this another way: Accor- 
ding to the April 1987 Evans report, 
which was prepared before the Norcal 
ESOP purchased Sunset, the city pro- 
jected revenues for Sunset for the year 
ending June 30, 1988 at $4,277,000. At 
the same time, its disallowed $962,000 
in expenses. If Sunset’s share of Nor- 
cal’s interest payments over twelve 
months is $2,974,714, and its ESOP 
contribution is $2,300,417, as its finan- 
cial statement indicates, then the com- 
pany could expect to lose $1,960,131 — 
or nearly $2 million dollars a year. 

The only other alternative is for San 
Francisco ratepayers to foot the bill. ° 
@ As part of the purchase price for 
Sunset’s former parent company, now- 
defunct Envirocal, the Norcal ESOP 
agreed to provide lifetime health 
benefits, a generous health-care plan 
and an early retirement offer to the 
company’s 274 shareholders. But to 
fund the benefit package, a lawyer for 
some former shareholders charges, 
Norcal dipped into a benefit fund that 
the city had approved for former 


shareholders who had already retired 
and sold their shares. 

Alfred Sigman, a partner in the Oak- 
land firm of Sigman and Lewis and the 
attorney representing approximately 50 
retired former shareholders, told the 
Bay Guardian that Norcal covered the 
increased drain on the fund by raising 
monthly payments for the original 
beneficiaries of the plan, most of whom 
are older than 65 years and living on 
fixed incomes, by more than a thousand- 
fold — from $28 to more than $300. 
The benefit fund was established under 
the Employee Retirement Income 
Security Act, Sigman said, the same law 
that makes ESOPs possible. Using the 
fund to pay for the ESOP is patently il- 
legal under ERISA, he charged, adding 
that he may sue if ongoing negotiations 
with Norcal fail. 

@ All of this is possible in large part 
because of Norcal’s huge campaign con- 
tributions to local and state elected of- 
ficials (see chart, page 15) and the fact 
that the company has on retainer power- 
ful local lawyers and legislators like 
Assembly Speaker Willie Brown (Willie 
Brown’s garbage money, Bay Guard- 
ian, 3/1/89). The high-powered law 
firm Brobeck, Phleger and Harrison 
prepares its rate applications and the 
well-connected public relations firm of 
Whitaker and Baxter has run the scav- 
engers political campaigns for decades. 


ORCAL, WHICH has con- 
trolled the city’s garbage col- 
lection business since the 
1987 merger between Sunset 
and Golden Gate, has asked 
the city to accept payments into an 
employee stock ownership plan, or 
ESOP, as part of the cost of doing 
business for rate-making purposes. 

In San Francisco, residential garbage 
rates are determined by what’s called an 
“operating cost ratio.’’ City regulators 
project the collection company’s costs, 
then set rates so that 90.5 percent of the 
company’s pre-tax revenues will cover 
the allowed expenses. The rest goes to 
taxes and profits. 

Typically, the cost of an ESOP is 
paid for by the employee-owners out of 
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payroll deductions or out of company 
profits in which they have a share. But 
in this case, the board administering the 
ESOP is asking the city to treat the 
ESOP as a labor expense on top of pre- 
existing wages. That proposal is con- 
tained in the company’s Jan. 31, 1989 
rate application, on file with the 
Department of Public Works. 

If the city decides ESOP payments 
are an allowable expense, not only will 
ratepayers be expected to cover those 
costs, they will have to pay for the extra 
profits needed to keep the operating 
ratio at 90.5 percent. 

The rate proposal now before the 
city’s Refuse Collection and Disposal 
Board only applies to Sanitary Fill, the 
Norcal subsidiary responsible for com- 
pacting the city’s garbage and trucking 
it to a landfill in Alameda County. But 
the current proposal is a test case for 
whether ESOP payments are an accep- 
table operating cost. City officials say 
privately that whatever the outcome of 
the Sanitary Fill request, they expect 
Norcal to be back next year to argue 
that ESOP expenses should be included 
in the rate base for Sunset Scavenger, 
the subsidiary that collects garbage 
from most of the city’s houses, flats 
and apartments. 

The company has also requested a 
reduction in its payments into a special 
account, the Impound Account, which 
was created to meet financial obligations 
the garbage companies and the city 
share, most of which are landfill- 
related. The fund also finances the 
Solid Waste Program, which is under 
the chief administrative officer and, 
among other things, administers the 
city’s growing recycling program. 

The original figures used to deter- 
mine Sanitary Fill’s disposal rate of 
$45.20 per ton, which took effect July 
1, 1987, included a $5,245,000 annual 
payment to the Impound Account. But 
in the January application, Sanitary 
Fill asked that its Impound Account 
contribution be reduced to $1,646,500 
because the demands on the account 
have changed. 

Despite the projected $2.6 million 
savings, the company also asked that the 


$45.20-per-ton rate remain in effect. 
The savings, according to the applica- 
tion, would be needed to offset expenses 
that were not anticipated in 1987, Many 
of those expenses are related to a hazard- 
ous waste control program and the curb- 
side recycling program scheduled to 
begin this year, the application states. 

All that may be well and good, but 
the application goes on to state: ‘‘The 
attached statements show that con- 
tinuation of the present disposal charge 
of $45.20 per ton would reduce Appli- 
cant’s percentage of profit margin 
below that previously authorized by the 
Rate Board. The indicated operating 
ratio for the twelve months ending 
June 30, 1990 is 91.1 [percent] as com- 
pared with the 90.5 [percent] operating 
ratio previously approved.” 

An examination of the ‘‘attached 
statements”’ shows an ESOP contribu- 
tion of $823,220 listed as a labor- 
related cost. If that cost is treated as a 
payment out of shareholder equity 
(profits), rather than a labor expense, 
the operating ratio is 87.3 percent. 
Since the company apparently pays no 
income tax, a formula designed to pro- 
vide 5 percent profit after taxes could 
effectively provide a 12.7 percent after- 
tax profit. 

The Department of Public Works 
held a hearing March Ist on the rate ap- 
plication. After another hearing in 
April, the director of public works will 
make a recommendation to the Refuse 
Collection and Disposal Rate Board, 
which is chaired by Chief Administra- 
tive Officer Rudy Nothenberg and in- 
cludes Controller Sam Yockey and 
Public Utilities Commission General 
Manager Dean Coffey. 

The rate board will hold a public 
hearing sometime in June after the 
DPW director’s report has been re- 
viewed. Any rate changes would take 
effect July Ist. 

Norcal officials have refused to 
discuss the company’s finances with 
the Bay Guardian. We left several 
messages over the course of five days 
with Vianette Garcia, secretary to Leo 
Conte, the man who heads the board 
that directs Norcal’s ESOP. We re- 
quested an interview with any company 
official familiar with the finances of 
Sanitary Fill and Sunset Scavenger. 
Those messages were never returned. 


OTHENBERG TOLD the 
Bay Guardian he ‘‘wants to 
make sure the costs of the 
ESOP are not paid for by the 
ratepayers.”” 

Historically, however, the scavenger 
companies have been granted unof- 
ficial most-favored-utility status by the 
city. In effect, the City Charter gives 
the scavenger companies monopoly 
powers. In 1932, Appendix A of the 
City Charter ordered the Health 
Department to issue permits for 
specific collection routes and made it 
next-to-impossible to take those 
routes away from the permit-holders. 
Although the measure was intended to 
insure the accountability of scavenger 
companies, Sunset and Golden Gate 
now hold all the permits and have a 
practically unbreakable hold on the 
city’s garbage collection for the fore- 
seeable future. 

The scavenger companies have other 
special deals from the city, as well. As 
the Bay Guardian revealed in a 1973 in- 
vestigation of the garbage companies 
(see ‘“‘The Scavengers: Cleaning up at 
City Hall,’’ Bay Guardian, 6/21/73), 
most cities charge their garbage com- 
panies a franchise fee — in most cases, 10 
percent of gross revenue (see chart, 
page 15). Although the cost would ul- 
timately be borne by the ratepayer, 
that money could serve as a tax for 
much-needed city services. 

The city also, as the 1973 story 
revealed, provides the scavengers with 
debt collection service and pays off past 
due accounts. The city agency respon- 
sible for regulating the garbage com- 
panies, the Refuse Collection and 


Disposal Rate Board, has a long history 
of accepting, intentionally ignoring or 
carelessly overlooking garbage com- 
pany attempts to push the regulatory 
envelope in order to maximize profits. 

One example is the lower price charged 
by Sanitary Fill to dispose of commer- 
cial debris boxes from Golden Gate. At 
the June 10, 1987 hearing before the 

irate board, David Friedenberg, an at- 
torney for the Independent Association 
of Debris Box Owners, testified that 
Sanitary Fill charged independents $36 
per ton, the maximum rate at the time. 
Since the average box weighs three 
tons, he said, the typical charge was 
$108 per box. 

But Sanitary Fill, he said, charges 
Golden Gate a flat rate of $60 per box. 

“So what has happened, instead of 
the debris box customers [in] the city 
paying their fair share,’’ Friedenberg 
testified, “‘this charge is being put on 
the. . .ratepayers of residential proper- 
ties, and at the same time allowing unfair 
competition and discriminating against 
the independent owners in attempting to 
drive them out of business.’’ 

Partly as a result of Friedenberg’s 
comments, the scavenger companies 
have changed their practice — but only 
somewhat. Craig Bobbett, owner of GB 
Debris Box, told the Bay Guardian that 
Sanitary Fill now charges Golden Gate 
by the ton, but the rate is around $27, or 
approximately half the maximum rate 
charged to everyone else. That, in effect, 
subsidizes Golden Gate’s highly prof- 
itable commercial operations. 

Bobbett said he wished the city had 
taken stronger action against the two- 
tiered fee system. ‘‘I’m tired of point- 
ing a finger at this company and having 
the city slap their hands and say, ‘You 
bad boys,’ ”’ he said. 

Perhaps the most egregious example 
of the scavengers subverting the rate- 
making process — the practice of 
hiding profits as wages — went on un- 
opposed for decades, and it closely 
parallels the ESOP problem Norcal has 
dumped in the city’s lap. 

The scavenger companies, Sunset 
and Golden Gate (Golden Gate orig- 
inally was called the Scavenger Protec- 
tive Association), were founded in 1920 
and 1921 as worker-owned coopera- 
tives, but as they grew, they took on 
other employees who were not 
shareholders. 

The Bay Guardian spoke with a 
number of past scavenger employees, 
all of whom asked that their names 
not be published. Those employees said 
that before the ESOP, a shareholder- 
worker could earn more than $50,000 
a year. 

However, they said, a regular em- 
ployee earned $13,000 to $20,000 less a 
year. Shareholders were also promised 
at least one Saturday a month when 
they could earn several hours of over- 
time pay for working a short day, the 
former employees said. 

This extra pay, promised only to 
shareholders, was essentially a way of 
funneling profits down to the owners 
before the city calculated the 90.5 per- 
cent operating ratio. The after-tax profits 
didn’t have to be distributed among the 
shareholders — they’d already been paid 
their bonuses and dividends — and could 
be used to fund the scavenger compa- 
nies’ rapid expansion during the 1970s. 


HE CITY’S point man on 
garbage issues is Chief 
Operating Officer Rudy 
Nothenberg. Nothenberg has 
served on the garbage rate 
board since 1982, first as general manger 
of the PUC and now as CAO. During 
that time, he has not yet proven himself 
to bean aggressive regulatory watchdog. 
He has not challenged, for example, 
Sunset’s efforts to disguise dividend 
checks as payroll checks. 
Nothenberg is also a close personal 
friend and political ally of Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown. Nothenberg ran

rest off over time out of his salary. 

As the companies grew, however, 
they hired additional employees who 
did not own shares. 

In 1932, San Francisco adopted a 
City Charter that included an appendix 
governing the garbage industry. Under 
Appendix A, the city, Department of 
Health grants permits for garbage 
routes throughout the city. Those per- 
mits can never be revoked unless 20 per- 
cent of the households on any one route 
sign a petition that says the permit- 
holder is providing unsatisfactory ser- 
vice. The city health director must then 
hold a hearing to determine whether 
the charges are valid before opening up 
the route to competitors. 

The two companies, Sunset and 
Golden Gate, quickly gained control of 
the available permits and developed a 
virtual garbage monopoly in San Fran- 
cisco. For many years, Sunset was the 
dominant company, because it con- 
trolled the permits in the western part 
of the city, where developers were 
building the Richmond and Sunset 
neighborhoods atop what had been 
sand dunes. 

But Golden Gate controlled the 
downtown area, and when the highrise 
building boom swept the Financial 
District in the 1960s and 1970s, Golden 
Gate found itself with lucrative con- 
tracts to remove garbage generated by 
downtown firms. 

Beginning around 1969, both firms 
began to expand and set up holding 
companies for their subsidiaries. 
Sunset established Envirocal, Inc. and 
Golden Gate set up Norcal Solid Waste 
Systems. By the 1980s, both firms 
owned various collection firms, land- 
fills, recycling business, hauling firms 
and real estate holdings. Envirocal af- 
filiates collected garbage in eleven com- 
munities, Norcal’s in nine (see com- 
pany chart, page 16). Envirocal’s 
earnings jumped from $8 million in 
1970 to $76 million in 1987. 

As a result of this expansion, the 
companies’ shares became so valuable 
that the owners could no longer recover 
their investment by selling their shares 
to friends or family members who 
would pay the cost off over time as a 
working shareholder. 

By 1986, 80 of Norcal’s 156 share- 
‘holders were retired and less than 200 
of Envirocal’s 274 shareholders were 
still on the job. The shareholders asked 
the management of both firms to finda 
way for them to sell their shares and 
recover their equity in the company. 

In 1985, Norcal President Leo Conte 
and Executive Vice President Peter 
Gardella came up with a solution for 
Norcal’s shareholders — an employee 
stock ownership program. In Decem- 
ber 1986, Norcal sold real estate 
holdings and borrowed millions of 
dollars from Bank of America, then 
lent the money to the newly created 
Norcal Solid Waste Systems ESOP. 
The ESOP then purchased the out- 
standing shares from the company’s 
156 owners for $455,000 each in cash 
and unsecured loans, plus a health and 
welfare benefit package. The company 
served as collateral for the loans. 

Envirocal considered several offers 
for its shares, including one from the 
nation’s largest garbage firm, Waste 
Management, Inc., and one from the 
Norcal ESOP. (The city, which could 
have bid to buy out both companies, 
never did.) 

In 1987, Envirocal shareholders 
voted to set up their own ESOP, but the 
financial deal fell through, and on Oct. 
2, 1987, Norcal announced it would 
purchase Envirocal for approximately 
$83.6 million. 

The Envirocal deal closely paralleled 
the orginal Norcal deal. Norcal pledged 
to sell $30 million dollars worth of real 
estate and borrowed a total of $72.7 
million. Norcal used most of the money 


to pay Envirocal’s shareholders each 
$305,000 — half in cash and half in a 
14-year unsecured loan at 9 percent in- 
terest — and provided a pension and 
benefit plan. 

Under the ESOP arrangement, Nor- 
cal’s 1,400 workers own the company. 
Each subsidiary pays a fee, based on its 
payroll, to purchase the company’s 
stock and to pay off the loans. An em- 
ployee becomes invested after five 
years, and when he or she retires after 
the age of 62, receives company shares 
based on years of service. The em- 
ployee must then sell those shares back 
to the parent company for a price deter- 
mined by an evaluation of the com- 
pany’s worth at the time. 

At the time of the 1987 merger, Conte 
told reporters not to expect rate hikes 
because of the buy-out. The land sales 
and the company’s minimum 5 percent 
profit on annual revenues of $150 
million could service the massive debt, 
he said. But critics charged that the debt 
was almost as large as the annual 
revenues and that, with interest rates 
higher than profit rates, there was no 
way the company could pay for the 
ESOP without a handout from rate- 
payers. 

In retrospect, as the accompanying 
story demonstrates, the critics were 
probably right. a 


The above history was based on 
published reports, corporate records 
and interviews with past scavenger 
company employees. 





Scavengers 
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Brown’s first successful Assembly 
campaign in 1964. Since 1983, Brown 
has received at least $10,000 a year, by 
some reports as much as $78,000 a year, 
from Norcal subsidiaries (see ‘“‘Willie 
Brown’s garbage money,”’ Bay Guard- 
ian, 3/1/89). 

But Nothenberg, who has a reputa- 
tion as a sharp-eyed accountant, is be- 
ginning to show some backbone. During 
the 1987 rate hearings, he said he would 
call for a full financial statement and said 
he was interested in reviewing whether 
using an operating cost ratio is the best 
way to set garbage rates. 

Now, almost two years later, 
Nothenberg is beginning to deliver on 
those commitments. 

Harvey Rose, who serves as the 
Board of Supervisors’ budget analyst, 
told the Bay Guardian that Nothenberg 
has asked Rose’s staff to compare the 
benefits of an operating ratio method of 
rate-setting with the ‘return on capital 
investment’? technique used by the 
California Public Utilities Commission 
to set rates for utilities like PG&E. 

Rose said that in the future his firm 
may also analyze the techniques the De- 
partment of Public Works uses to pre- 
pare its response to rate hike requests. 

The CAO’s office has also hired the 
accounting firm of Touche Ross to 
analyze possible impacts the ESOP 
might have on city ratepayers. That 
report, which originally had a deadline 
of March 15th, has been delayed about 
a month, Johnson said. 

And according to Bob Hesse, the 
department head in charge of audits for 
DPW, city officials asked Norcal last 
month to supply them with a complete 
company financial statement. 

During past rate hearings, 
Nothenberg has said he has lacked suf- 
ficient information to adequately 
challenge the companies’ figures, but 
that will not be true this time around. 
Whether Nothenberg takes a stand in 
defense of the ratepayers as he has 
promised, or not, expect a lengthy bat- 
tle over who will ultimately pay for the 
ESOP: the shareholders or the rate- 
payers. Given the massive debt Norcal 
has assumed to pay for the ESOP, com- 
pany managers have little choice but to 
try every possible stunt in their large 
and well-used bag of tricks. a

Noguera victory portends significant 
policy changes at Berkeley Rent Board

HE LONG-CONTESTED elec- 

tion for control of Berkeley’s 

Rent Stabilization Board was 
decided in a dramatic courtroom count- 
down Friday, March 3rd, as the pro- 
tenant candidate Ricardo Noguera 
edged out the pro-landlord candidate 
Richard Holt by just one vote. 

Noguera’s victory shifts majority 
control of the board back to the BCA 
pro-tenant forces — just in time. During 
its brief, two month reign the pro-land- 
lord-controlled board did its best to dis- 
mantle rent control in Berkeley. The 
commissioners from the pro-landlord 
Citizens for Fair Rent Control were 
poised to pass a resolution legalizing 
“separate agreements,’’ a policy that 
would amount to de facto vacancy de- 
control. And since November, all but 
two appeals brought before the CFRC- 
controlled board were decided in the 
landlord’s favor, sometimes against the 
advice of the board’s own attorney. 

The rent board election has been at 
issue ever since the November vote. 
First, the tally was so close that Registrar 
Emmie J. Hill did not finalize the results 
for two weeks. For the last seat under 
contention and the one that would 
determine majority control of the 
board, CFRC’s Holt was just 10 votes 
ahead of fellow-CFRC candidate Jose 
Alvarez and 13 votes ahead of BCA’s 
Ricardo Noguera. 

Meanwhile, the Registrar of Voters 
had ruled a batch of ballots invalid on 
various technicalities. BCA asked her to 
reconsider and validate 37 of these bal- 
lots. (These were provisional ballots, 
cast by voters whose names were not on 
the Registrar’s list at the polls, but 
claimed to be legally registered.) 
Registrar Hill allowed 22 of these provi- 
sionals. The recount showed Noguera 
coming within six votes of Holt and 
Alvarez dropping 30 votes behind. It 
was at this point the BCA Rent Board 
Campaign sued to have more of the 
ballots counted. 

At the beginning of the trial, on the 
orders of Superior Court Judge John 
Sutter, Hill reviewed the remaining pro- 
visional ballots, finding 52 she deemed 
valid. Stephen Bedrick, attorney for 
BCA’s Noguera, argued for including 
another 12 ballots, on the grounds that 
the errors on them were either the fault 
of the Registrar or so minor as to not be 
cause for disenfranchising the voter. 

Defense attorney for the CFRC’s Holt, 
Noel Edlin, argued that none of the bal- 
lots should be counted, that the Regis- 
trar had already certified the results and 
that the challenge brought by BCA 
questioned the integrity of the election 
process. Still, he found himself arguing 
over each ballot Bedrick wanted to count. 

After days of dissecting the details of 
the election law, Judge Sutter ruled that 
43 of the ballots brought in by Registrar 
Hill and five of the additional ones 
cited by Bedrick were valid. He then re- 
treated to his chambers, leaving Regis- 
trar Hill to open and count the newly 
validated ballots in front of a small 
group of reporters and both tenant and 
landlord activists. 

Many BCAers had expressed opti- 
mism about the results of the suit be- 
cause the majority of the provisional 
ballots were from south campus pre- 
cincts, traditionally a pro-tenant 
stronghold. But the UC at Berkeley stu- 
dent newspaper, The Daily Califor- 
nian, had endorsed all the BCA Rent 
Board candidates except Noguera, 


having somehow been charmed by 
CFRC’s Betty Olds’ claims to be a 
liberal who just wanted to make the ap- 
plication of the law more fair and less 
complicated. 

Once the vote counting started, con- 
fidence rigidified into tension. Al- 
though the situation was very serious, 
Bedrick told the Bay Guardian it ‘‘felt a 
bit like a surreal bingo game. Hill was 
up front opening the envelopes and 
calling out numbers and everyone was 
writing them down, each keeping their 
own tally.”’ After the ballots were 
counted, Noguera, who had been be- 
hind by &ix votes, had garnered 14 to 
Holt’s seven, leaving him a one vote 
lead. Holt’s attorney Edlin asked the 
court for arecount and Sutter scheduled 
it for Monday morning. The recount 
verified Noguera’s victory and Sutter 
certified the results so Noguera could be 
sworn in for Monday evening’s meeting. 

Because Sutter ruled against him on 
all close calls and because Noguera’s vic- 
tory came through the ballots certified 
by Registrar Hill, Bedrick told the Bay 
Guardian he didn’t think Holt had any 
real grounds to appeal. Monday morn- 
ing Edlin told the court that over the 
weekend he had come across new evi- 
dence suggesting voter fraud, but Sutter 
ruled it was too late and outside the scope 
of this trial. Edlin would have to ask fora 
new trial based on this newly discovered 
evidence. Edlin told the Bay Guardian he 
had not yet decided to do so. 

Noguera claimed his seat, changing 
majority control of the board, the very 
evening Betty Olds was preparing to 
propose a resolution allowing “‘separate 
agreements,”’ an only slightly veiled at- 
tempt to legalize vacancy decontrol 
Olds’ proposal would allow housing ser- 
vices such as parking, furniture, refrig- 
erator, etc., to “be offered to a tenant as 
a separate agreement not subject to reg- 
ulation by the Rent Board.”’ But as Mar- 
ty Schiffenbauer, long time tenant ac- 
tivist and co-author of Berkeley’s rent 
ordinance, pointed out, the law covers 
all charges for housing services: They are 
called ‘‘rent.’’ To allow such separate 
charges would undermine the rent certi- 
fication process the board and its staff, 
at CFRC commissioners’ insistence, 
have been working for over a year to so- 
lidify, and would also abdicate the 
board’s legal responsibility to regulate 
the housing market in Berkeley. 

Although Olds’ proposal states the 
signing of such agreements ‘‘could not 
be required to be accepted as a condition 
of renting the unit,”’ there is nothing in it 
to stop landlords from selecting tenants 
who are willing to ‘‘voluntarily’’ pay ex- 
tra charges as the only way to get an 
apartment in Berkeley. This would 
amount to vacancy decontrol, as land- 
lords could charge for these ‘‘extras”’ 
whatever the market could bear. 

Noguera’s victory will also put an end 
to the recent pattern of five to four votes 
for the landlords. According to Rent 
Board Commissioner Marianne Lawless, 
of the 18 recent appeals cases, all were 
decided in favor of the landlord except 
one in which the landlord never ap- 
peared at any of the proceedings to de- 
fend himself, and another involving a 
minor technicality. In several cases the 
board ruled in favor of the landlord even 
when the city attorney advised it had no 
legal grounds to do so. 

“The tenants of this town just dodged 
the bullet,’ Schiffenbauer told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘Maybe this reminder of 
what’s really at stake will strengthen ten- 
ant organizing and BCA resolve.’’ | 
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athon for the San Francisco International Film Fes- 
yal, it was batting about .250 in my estimation andI 
tade a note of an exchange in a tedious Indian opus, 
Sometime, Somewhere: 

“This festival isn’t as lavish as it used to be.” 

“A modest festival means the next will be grand.” 

The people concerned only with a festival's lavish- 
ness will have their $100 tickets for tonight's opening 
party in the lobby of the War Memorial Opera House 
and won't care about the quality of the films to be 
shown. But hey, we don't review parties (although last 
year's was really something! ). 

Actually, last year’s festival improved considerably 
with the showings, too late for review, of Bagdad 
Cafe, The Thin Blue Line, Wings of Desire and Who 
Killed Vincent Chin?, among others; but that doesn’t 
mean this year’s won't be grander. 

At this point in the screenings the batting average is 
closer to .750, on a strictly thumbs up/thumbs down 
basis. It may be coincidental that more films with 
more appeal for Guardian critics were available for 
early press screening, or it may indicate a better quali- 
ty of films overall. Time will tell. 

The festival also appears better organized this year 
than last. Artistic Director Peter Scarlet attributes it to 
his increased staff and the fact that things get easier 
with experience, but he’s been able to furnish the press 
with useful information instead of falling back on 
standard hyperbole. Schedules were ready earlier and 
have had fewer changes (famous last words), and the 
atmosphere around the festival office seems less hectic. 

That doesn’t mean you won't hear an occasional 
“When the hell are the Soviet films getting here?” or 
encounter a screw-up like the day the critics assembled 
to watch one film, when another one came on the 
screen — the Italians had shipped the wrong film in the 
right can. 

As if in response to our comments last year that the 
festival preferred pretentiousness and pomposity to 
fun, one of this year’s in-person tributes is to Asia’s 
hottest star, Jackie Chan, who makes action-comedies 
that are heavy on martial arts but light on blood. 

A worthy American filmmaker, Joseph L. Man-

® another chance to see nine of his films, from the fam- 
@ liar All About Eve to the relatively obscure No Way 
Out and The Late George Apley and the — some 
would say — better forgotten Julius Caesar and Guys 
A and Dolls. 

Also being spotlighted is Hungarian filmmaker 
Gyorgy Szomjas, a former documentarian who 
switched to varied but idiosyncratic dramatic forms. 
Six of his films will be shown, five in U.S. premieres 
and one retitled. Former festival “discovery” Mike 
Leigh has a new film, High Hopes, playing this year. 

The opening night feature, The Adventures of 
Baron Munchausen, is intended to be just for fun, as is 
Julien Temple's Earth Girls Are Easy. Lovers of 
various types of music will flock to Thelonious Monk: 
Straight No Chaser, Let's Get Lost, War Requiem, The 
Man Who Mistook His Wife for a Hat, From Russia 
with Rock, Bald Dog Rock and So What. If you don’t 
like music, there's a “silent opera” — Fritz Lang's 
414-hour 1924 version of Die Nibelungen, accom- 
panied by Dennis James at the Castro's Wurlitzer. 

Small emerging nations such as Burkina Faso 
(formerly Upper Volta) are represented along with the 
giants, and documentary cameras will take you into 
remote corners of the world. Winds from the East may 
prepare you better to appreciate the new Chinese films 
in the Festival. 

Egg and Plaff! comprise a sub-genre of “egg movies” 
(where is Edie when we need her?), and Tales from the 
Gimli Hospital is bound to attract a cult following 
when it hits commercial release. 

Not everything can be previewed. Arriving “wet 
from the lab” are Jo Menell’s short subject Dick and 
Chantal Akerman’s Histoires d'Amerique: Food, 
Family and Philosophy. The world premiere of Bruce 
(Withnail and I) Robinson's How to Get Ahead in Ad- 
vertising is expected to be an early sell-out, perhaps 
because selling out is how to get ahead in advertising. 

There are more personal visions than sweeping 
epics on the agenda. One thing that distinguishes a 
“festival film” (excluding the handful that will have a 
theatrical afterlife in this country) from its commercial 
counterpart is a lack of compromise for the interna- 
tional market. Most films selected for festivals are true 
to the culture of their lands of origin. This makes it 
tough on reviewers who, though eclectic by nature, 
cannot be expert enough on some three dozen cultures 
to judge them all fairly. 

Here then, with all the objectivity we can muster, are 
the opinions of Bay Guardian critics on those films they 
were able to preview from the first eight days of the 
festival. Next week, we'll review the remaining films.

IMAGES OF THE WORLD 
AND THE INSCRIPTION 
OF WAR 


This is not simply a documen- 
tary of the history of aerial 
photography and surveillance, 
though that’s perhaps the 
main topic. Harun Farocki's 
film is really not simple at all. 
It's structured around the idea 
that U.S. airmen could photo- 
graph an active Auschwitz 
from their planes and not 
recognize, until years later, 
what was going on down 
there. The film looks again at 
these photographs with an in- 
timacy reminiscent of Ken 
Jacobs’ work, and analyzes 
how it is that a new perspec- 
tive on a subject allows us to 
see it so differently, to make 
new discoveries. The film un- 
folds in a stream-of-conscious- 
ness, abstract but compelling 
manner through a number of 
subjects that, if looked at on 
their own, seem to have little 
in common: the origins of a 
cathedral drawing; photo- 
graphs of usually veiled 
Algerian women; the workings 
of a German metalsmith's 
shop; and modern technol- 
ogies like wave machines, 
flight simulators and aerial 
photography. The film takes 
patience and work on the part 
of the viewer, but is ultimately 
a stimulating and rewarding 
examination of the “images of 
our world.” (Mon/13 at 6:30 
pm and Tues/14 at 2:15 pm at 
the Kabuki, SF; Wed/15 at 9:15 
pm at Pacific Film Archive, 
Berk.)

gw This may seem like a dumb 

@ question, but why do women 
almost never think about a penis, or if it 
is mentioned why do they get embar- 
rassed or grossed out? 





A: Your experience does not 
@ match mine or that of the peo- 
ple I talk to. Many women think about 
penises — in general or, more usually, 
one or more in particular. If they seem, 
or are, embarrassed or grossed out 
when caught at it... well, under other 
circumstances they might not be. My 
guess is that you are generalizing about 
women from a very small and possibly 
inaccurate reporting sample. 


gw The first time I had sex I was an 
B insecure little girl with romantic 
ideals of mutual respect and love and a 
sinking feeling that it was impossible. I 
also thought I'd better get it over with 
for fear that no one else would be 
desperate enough to want me. What’s 
more, I hated myself for suppressing 
my fears and ignoring how shallow the 
experience was. I’ve held onto the im- 
ages and sensations of that first ex- 
perience and been celibate ever since. 
If aman now expresses feelings of at- 
traction I have nightmarish flashbacks 
of that first man’s face and hands. I feel 
like I have to work this out alone be- 
cause it is too much to ask any present 
friend or potential friend and lover to 
be as patient as I need him to be. How 
can I begin to exorcise my own personal 
ghosts and let someone into my life? 
PS: I can’t shell out a dollar a minute 
for 20 years. 


A: If it were true that all psycho- 
@ logical help took forever to 
create change (which it should not) and 
did cost $1 a minute, or even more 
(which it often does), I’d still ask how, 
in your position, you could afford not 
to avail yourself of it. 

Just a few points of clarification 
here, since I can offer no quick fixes to 
such a complicated set-up. Your self- 
esteem was abysmally low before you 
had sex; your disappointing first and 
only experience just added weight to 
the stick with which you’re beating 
yourself. Try presuming that present or 
potential friends are adult and so could 
— on their own — decide whether they 
might be willing and/or able to help 


* you along on your road to recovery. 


Some people love to be saviors, so by 
not asking for help you may be depriv- 
ing them of the opportunity to do what 
they do best. 

Some mental health clinics and 
psychology graduate school programs 
offer low and sliding-scale fee super- 
vised counseling in which you get the 
benefit of input from trainee and 
trainer. Cognitive therapies, which I 
especially like, are relatively short term, 
usually a matter of weeks or months 
rather than years. No-cost support 
groups such as Overeaters Anonymous 
or Adult Children of Alcholics abound 
in every community. See if you even 
remotely fit the profile of others there 
and take what growth tools they freely 
offer. 

If you still feel you must do this ab- 


solutely alone, browse in your library 
for the many excellent self-help books 
on raising self-esteem. Whatever your 
means, please take the next step out of 
the place you are in. You signed your 
letter “‘Fear Incarnate,’’ which sounds 
like such a terrible place to be.

Grammy-Bammie congrat- 

ulathon was probably 

Bobby McFerrin — not for 
his annoyingly, irritatingly happy and 
unworried pop anthem or for his more- 
than-mortal vocal virtuosity, but for 
the way his acceptance of the Bammie 
for Outstanding Jazz Album summed 
up so many contradictions of the music 
awards galas. 

Ten nights after winning four Gram- 
mys (and showing that the ‘‘industry”’ 
was not ready to unreservedly endorse 
Tracy Chapman’s radical message), 
McFerrin was responsible for a rare, 
genuinely poignant moment in the 
usual glib, back-slapping Bammie 
hoopla. 

That his thoroughly pop Simple 
Pleasures was nominated as Outstand- 
ing Jazz Album was a slightly better 
joke than any attempted by master of 
ceremonies Bob Sarlatte (somebody 
stop him before he hosts again!), and 
was typical of the Bammies’ hapless 
musical confusion anywhere beyond 
the familiar rock boundaries. 

But more important was the fact that 
McFerrin showed up not to party, like 
the rest of the glittering celebrities and 
stargazers, but to humble himself 


MCcFERRIN'S 
REWARD 


Bobby McFerrin was a big winner 
at the Bammies — but not just for his music 


before the biggest crowd he could find. 
He used the Bammie podium to make 
amends for a glaring Grammy night 
blunder. The excitement of Grammy 
night had overwhelmed him, McFerrin 
said, and when he won the Male Jazz 
Vocal Performance Grammy for the 
song ‘‘Brothers,’’ he neglected to men- 
tion that the song appeared not on his 
own album but on bassist Rob Wasser- 
man’s superb Duets. (The next day, 
local wire service coverage of the 
Grammys also failed to recognize 
Wasserman’s role.) 

“The real reward in life is in having 
friends,’’ McFerrin explained to a 
Bammie audience that would ‘much 
rather have been listening to Sammy 
Hagar or Joe Satriani. Noting his 
“‘regret and profound sense of 
shame,’’ he then called up Duet’s co- 
producer, Clare Wasserman, to accept 
the Bammie ‘‘as a symbol and an 
apology’’ to her and her husband, who 
was in New York working with Lou 
Reed. The two shared a tearful em- 
brace before walking off together. 

McFerrin’s gesture was personally 
motivated but it pointed up the prob- 
lem of trying to single out the ‘‘best’’ 
individual achievements in a collabora- 
tive art, and in a large, interdependent 
community. For most people, the 
Bammies are an excuse to have a big 
party. In terms of exposure and career- 
building, the stakes are not as high as 
at the Grammys, where the official 
recognition of commercial viability can 
‘mean a leap of several rungs up the lad-

der. Nonetheless, the awards are alleg- 
edly designed to recognize significant 
contributions to the Bay Area music 
scene. Comedian Warren Thomas got 
it right, however, when he departed 
from his cue card platitudes about San 
Francisco being a great music city to 
add, ‘‘if you’re a rich rock star living in 
Marin County! Bite Me!”’ 

For people watchers and fans of hard 
rock, the 12th Annual Bay Area Music 
Awards show was indeed a good party, 
run with few hitches (except for stage 
set-up instructions bleeding into the 
P.A. while presenters tried to talk). The 
producers even attempted to broaden 
the rock-oriented BA M readers’ musical 
horizons with performances by Tony! 
Toni! Tone!, Katie Webster, Buck 
Owens, John Lee Hooker, Linda Ron- 
stadt with Danny Valdez and the Carib- 
bean Allstars with Carlos Santana and 
Pharoah Sanders. And much of the 
show’s proceeds will go to help Project 
Open Hand feed AIDS patients. 

But just as the publicized Grammys 
are virtually limited to best-selling 
major-label product, the Bammies 
barely scratch the surface of Bay Area 
music — unless you think Bay Area 
music runs no deeper than perennial 
good guys Huey Lewis & the News. 
Sure, it was about time for swamp 
boogie queen Katie Webster to be 
honored after all these years and for 
idiosyncratic guitarist Henry Kaiser to 
be acknowledged — (Deadheads who 
didn’t have anyone else to stuff the 
ballot boxes for this year may have put 
Kaiser, who’s been playing ‘‘Dark 
Star’’ in local clubs, over the top). 

Similarly, it was heartening to see 
McFerrin and Chapman recognized at 
the Grammys. But in a metropolitan 
and supposedly cosmopolitan area that 
has been so influential in nurturing and 
developing women’s music, new acous- 
tic and traditional ‘‘folk’’ music, Latin 
American salsa and Neuva Cancion, 
experimental improvised and elec- 
tronic music, and so many other 
hybrids, the annual Bammie event is 
still a bastion for the anachronistic, 
almost all-male, almost all-rock, in- 
crowd, telling itself, ‘‘Don’t worry, be 
happy.’’ Even Bobby McFerrin knows 
it’s more complicated than that. a

WO BLACK chore- 

ographers brought their 

views of dance theater to 

Bay Area audiences this 

past weekend — they 
could not have been more different. 
One was presented in comfortable, well 
appointed Zellerbach Auditorium. For 
the other you bought your ticket at a 
wobbly table set up outside an old army 
gym, and you sat on the floor for the 
performance. 

Seeing Alvin Ailey’s Dance Theatre 
perform works that spanned the 30 
years of its continuing struggle to 
stay afloat was both exhilarating and 
sad. Although the company is fabu- 
lously talented, the best work of the 
evening, ‘‘Blues Suite,’’ was 30 years 
old. “Opus McShann’’ (1988) and a 
dance biography of Charlie Parker, 
“For Bird — With Love,’’ (1984) left 
you with an uncomfortable sense of 
deja vu. They just seemed the product 
of a tired imagination. 

Ailey’s ‘contribution to American 
dance cannot be overestimated, but 
one wonders whether his Herculean ef- 
forts to keep the organization — which 
includes a training company and a 
school — going have taken an inor- 
dinately high toll on his creative juices. 
If so, it seems a criminal waste of a 
talented artist. 

“Blues Suite,’’ which is a kind of 
secular counterpart to his signature 
piece, ‘‘Revelations,”’ is still a wonder- 
ful evocation of the joys and suffering 
of black Americans. Its women are 
high-spirited and sassy, with their 
spiked heels dug into the ground. Its 
men snap their suspenders while 
displaying a wonderful, muscular sex- 
iness. The dancing is fast, furious and 
fabulous. 

But for all the display of virtuosity 
and high kicks, the frivolity just barely 
masks an underlying sense of pain and 
rage. The piece must have been 
dynamite when it was first performed. 
Particularly effective was a love-hate 
courtship duet between Renee Robin- 
son and Andre Tyson, whose steamy 
sensuality did not disguise a sense of 
struggle and violence. 

“Opus McShann,”’ a paean to big 


band jazz pianist/composer Jay 
McShann, seemed pale stuff in com- 
parison. One of the props, a descend- 
ing broken mirror, seemed to say it 
all. With the exception of an almost 
comical stripper scene by April Berry 
and assorted men, its stylization of 
nightclub dancing — synchronized jit- 
terbugging — was just too glitzy to be 
more than show business. 

“For Bird — With Love’’ had a 
wonderful opening with a red-clad 
pianist calling dancers forth on an im- 
aginary piano. They assembled for a 
gospel meeting, only to change quickly 
into a nightclub gathering. But it was 
simply embarrassing to portray Charlie 
Parker’s struggle with addiction by 
having a dancer roll on the floor in a 
straight jacket while the three women in 
his life flail around over him. 


comfortable, the only thing uncom- 

fortable with Joanna Haigood’s 
vision of dance theater was the hard 
gym floor you sat on. Haigood is surely 
one of the treasures of Bay Area dance. 
During the last weekend in February, 
her multiracial Zaccho Dance Theater 
literally danced back to life an aban- 
doned 1907 gymnasium at Fort Barry 
on the Marin Headlands. From the first 
moment that dancer Shakiri entered 
the boarded-up building as a lost 
tourist to the last, when Haigood wist- 
fully escaped through a window to the 
sound of chirping birds, you sensed a 
genuine talent at work. 

The concept behind ‘‘Dances for 
Bldg. T952”’ is simple. The spirit of the 
old army gym is evoked in a series of 
vignettes: a ‘‘ghost’’ (Sheila Lopez) 
squashed against the wall on top of a 
radiator, recalling cold winters; a slow 
duet by a GI and his girl (Greg Dawson 
and Cathleen McCarthy), reminiscent 
of a Marlene Dietrich movie; a basket- 
ball game frozen in time. 

In the ‘‘Wall Dance’’ section, five 
Ninja-type figures on the overhanging 
balcony seem to practice sneak as- 
saults, their two-dimensional black sil- 
houettes melting into the design of the 
woodwork. Gradually revolvers 
emerge and suddenly the assault figures 
are targets and the aggressors have 
become victims. 

Throughout, Haigood’s language is 
sparse, minimal, with not a gesture 
wasted, and it has a radiance that comes 
from deep inside of whatever generates 
movement, reminding one again that 
dance is at the core of all ritual. |

LIAISONS 


Local stages do justice to Moliere and Shaw

F SPARKLING WIT, eloquent 
dialogue and keen social satire 
ever go out of fashion, we won’t 
be seeing the plays of Moliere and 
George Bernard Shaw anymore. 
At the moment we have nothing to 
worry about, with two prime works by 
these great dramatists on view at local 
theaters. In San Francisco, American 
Conservatory Theatre has undertaken 
Shaw’s sturdy St. Joan with cabaret 
singer Andrea Marcovicci in the lead. 
Across the Bay, Berkeley Repertory 
Theatre is offering a stylish, off-center 
interpretation of Moliere’s The Misan- 
thrope. Both plays take place in 
France; both concern nonconformists 
who defy society — at their own 
physical and psychic peril. 

Moliere’s 17th-century comedy The 
Misanthrope has an outspoken 
maverick for a protagonist, but he’s no 
hero. Alceste (played vigorously here 
by Stephen Markle) fumes and rages at 
the foibles of the idle rich. He brands 
just about everyone in his own class a 
fraud, invites disaster by trashing a fop- 
pish nobleman’s bad poetry, and longs 
for self-exile on a desert isle ‘‘unfoul’d 
by humankind.” 


But the gentleman doth protest too 
much. Despite his distaste for life at 
court, Alceste is blindly infatuated with 
one of its most frivolous represen- 
tatives: the spoiled 20-year-old co- 
quette, Celimene (Lynnda Ferguson). 
Consumed by jealousy, he can’t stop 
loving her — and the more she tortures 
him with her lies and infidelities, the 
more besotted he gets. 

Written in supple alexandrines (and 
translated by poet Richard Wilbur into 
graceful English couplets), Moliere’s 
serrated verse makes pate out of both 
Alceste and his enemies. But in the 
Berkeley Rep production, guest director 
Irene Lewis shifts the focus away from 
Alceste’s hypocrisy and onto Celimene’s 
vanity. She turns Misanthrope into a 
precursor of Dangerous Liaisons, and 
Celimene into a younger version of the 
Marquise de Merteuil. (A blonde, 
porcelain-skinned beauty, Ferguson 
even looks a bit like Glenn Close.) 

The abundantly talented Lewis and 
her able cast and designers just about 
bring this concept off, in a show that 
flows along like a baroque sonata. A 
retinue of silent servants attends to 
Celimene constantly, whisking her 
French provincial furniture on and off 
stage, changing her towering wigs and 
sumptuous gowns, pouring cham- 
pagne for her guests. They even follow 
her around with a full-length gilded 
mirror, so Celimene can gaze rap- 
turously at her one true love: herself. 

But though the play often reminds us 
that this is a jeune fille of 20 (Moliere 
himself married a 20-year-old when he 


was 40), Ferguson exudes the assurance 
and cultivated self-absorption of a 
woman in her 30s. Celimene’s flir- 
tatiousness doesn’t come across here as 
youthful folly: We’re supposed to con- 
sider it a serious moral crime. When 
Alceste finally dumps her, the woman 
looks so anguished and guilt-ridden 
you’d think she’d committed murder 
instead of a little erotic mayhem. 

The problem with this zealous 
femme fatale-bashing is that Celimene 
is really no more or less villainous than 
the rest of her decadent set. To over- 
burden her with responsibility for the 
moral corruption of the gentry seems 
unfair, and lets Alceste off the hook 
too easily. Moliere’s point is that he’s 
no prize either and, in his own way, just 
as much of a hypocrite. 

Fortunately, this is a production you 
can argue with but still take a great deal 
of pleasure in. The swish period 
costumes by Catherine Zuber, Kate 
Edmunds’ tasteful-and unfussy set 
design and the combined acting power 
of Markle, Ferguson, and, in key sup- 
porting roles, James Carpenter, 
Laurence Ballard, Judith Marx and 
Ann Yen all contribute to an engross- 
ing entertainment. Morality tale or not, 
tales of the rich and decadent offer a 
vicarious thrill — especially if you 
don’t have to lick their boots or carry 
their mirrors around. 


Joan, G.B. Shaw draws lines quite 

clearly: He creates a spunky, 
peasant-class saint to root for — and a 
bunch of power-grubbing nobles and 
clerics to hiss at. Placing Joan’s story in 
historical context, Shaw recasts the 
young woman warrior from Lorraine 
as an early Protestant, nationalist and 
feminist so threatening to church and 
state that they had to burn her. Saint- 
hood would come 400 years later, after 
she was well out of the way. 

Anyone who saw Michael Smuin’s 
tricked-up version of Faustus in Hell at 
ACT a while back might wonder what 
he had in mind for St. Joan. A chorus 
line of spangled inquisitors, perhaps? 
No need to worry. Smuin, the former 
director of the San Francisco Ballet, 
gives Shaw’s play a solid, lucid produc- 
tion that’s actually rather restrained. 

Ralph Funicello’s set doesn’t overdo; 
his ingenious array of moveable gothic 
arches and a few stained-glass windows 
take care of just about everything. 
Sandra Woodall’s color-splashed 
costumes and Derek Duarte’s lighting 
scheme are also unflashy, but keep 
catching your eyes in interesting ways. In 
fact, there’s only one really garish 
embellishment: the Metallica-goes- 
gothic incidental music by Stephen 
LeGrand and Eric Drew Feldman. 

Otherwise, you get an unobstructed 
view of Shaw’s drama, which concen- 
trates on both Joan and her persecutors. 
The persecutors have the wittier 
arguments, of course — and Peter 
Donat as the wily Earl of Warwick, 
William Paterson as Bishop Peter 
Cauchon, and Barry Kraft as the chief 
inquisitor deliver them with just the right 
degree of dignified smarminess. 

In Shaw’s conception, she’s a win- 
ningly human saint: guileless, sincere 
and ferociously impatient to save 
France from the English. Andrea 
Marcovicci does the job, but there’s 
something missing in her performance 
— that vital-spark you could call divine 
inspiration or mystical madness. The 
actress-singer speaks her lines in- 
telligently, and displays some passion 
in the grueling inquisition Scene, when 
Joan recants and then takes back her 
recantation. 

But either by her own design or 
Smuin’s, Marcovicci keeps falling into 
stock poses — upraised arms, eyes lifted 
to heaven, fist clenched against breast. 
At times she actually resembles a saint 
on a medallion. But she should look 
more like the rough, 19-year-old farm 
girl who got an entire nation charged up 
enough to follow her into battle. |

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Hendrix: New release from pioneer days. 


Jimi Hendrix Experience, 
Radio One (Ryko) 
Heavy-metal guitarists listen up, you 
have nothing to lose but your cliches. 
This latest collection of previously 
unavailable Hendrix tracks, recorded for 
five different British radio shows, may 
not have the consistent sound quality 
and over-the-top assault of Ryko's in- 
dispensable 1987 Live at Winterland 
release, but it catches the Experience in 
London in 1967, when Hendrix's innova- 
tions were first blowing minds and the 
power trio was playing with the excite- 
ment of pioneers in uncharted musical 
territory. The recording quality of the 
sessions varies, from slightly muddy to 
acidly bright. But the mastering — on 
digital CD and analog LP — puts Hendrix 
right in your face. In addition to such 
Hendrix staples as ‘‘Stone Free,”’ ‘'Pur- 
ple Haze,”’ ‘‘Hey Joe,”’ ‘Foxy Lady’’ and 
“Spanish Castle Magic,” there are 
manic versions of ‘Day Tripper'’ and 
“Drivin’ South” and blues roots revela- 
tions on ‘'Catfish Blues” and ‘‘Hoochie 
Koochie. Man.”’

The Waterboys, Fisherman’s 
Blues (Chrysalis) 

Scotsman Mike Scott fiddles around with 
musical roots — from British Isles folk to 
Hank Williams, Woody Guthrie and Van 
Morrison — and comes up with a tour de 
force that sounds little like the driven 
U2-related rock of his Island LPs. His 
sound is now closer to a freewheeling 
take on Bob Dylan's Desire. An in- 
curable and often charming rhymer, 
Scott sings in a relaxed, reedy voice as 
fiddles, mandolins and bouzoukis swirl 
around him. In earlier Waterboys incar- 
nations, the acoustics were used to swell 
the rock sound; now electric guitar, 
keyboards, bass and drums are grace 
notes on the string band foundation, the 
folk-rock accent on the folk. Scott has 
found a way of blending elements — a 
horn here, an organ there — that almost 
makes his previous work seem arch and 
bloated. The hypnotic sound of Steve 
Wickham’'s.fiddle is crucial but it’s 
Scott's overall reconciliation of folk roots 


with his earlier rock ambitions, a kind of 
musical homecoming, that makes the 
album so absorbing.

Various Artists, When the Time 
Comes: Rebel Soca (Shanachie) 
Musically, this post-disco Trinidadian 
dance music (“‘soca’’ = “‘soul” + 
“calypso’’) is one of the less complicated 
World Beat sounds, smoothing out the 
calypso rhythms with discofied elements 
of reggae, R&B and African pop, and 
slicking up the mix with various elec- 
tronics. But it is nonetheless irresistible 
with exuberant voices cresting along 
with crisp horn sections atop punchy 
beats. This collection — featuring such 
Carnival kings as Lord Nelson and Black 
Stalin as well as such lesser-known 
figures as Safi Abdullah and Barbados 
artists Ras lley and Red Plastic Bag — 
was chosen for the way the songs 
sustain calypso's historical tradition 
of social and political commentary, 
accenting the dance party imperative 
with themes about world crisis and 
local justice.

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CHOCOLATE 
MEMORIES 


EASTER IS A VERY FREUDIAN 

sort of Holiday: Spring. Chocolate 
(the “love” food). Bunnies. Eggs. 
The timely publication of the 
Sports Illustrated swimsuit issue. 
What does it all mean — all this 
dyeing and painting and hiding and 
seeking of eggs? All these pastels 
and sugar and baskets and Mr. 
Peter Cottontail hoppin’ down the 
bunny trail? 

Since I'm too lazy to read any 
Freud, I turned to another expert 
on myths and holiday symbolism, 
Bertram Minkin, who delights aud- --- 
iences of all ages with his pre- 
holiday performances at the 
Museum of Modern Mythology. 

He explains that just as Fat Tues- 
day, or Mardi Gras, is the big 
blowout before the Lent 
deprivation, all this indulgence at 
Easter is the reward for making it 
through Lent. Furthermore, the 
bunny is an ideal symbol for this 
time of year because it has a 
gestation period of only one 
month, which is linked to the 
phases of the moon, and the hare 
was said to have pre-birth wisdom 
because it is one of the few 
creatures born with its eyes open. 

Well, some pleasures are still 
innocent and fasting and fertility 
rites aside, Easter still means one 
thing to most of us: candy. 

Since I grew up in a house where 
there was one Jewish parent and 
one parent of one of those other 
religions, I got to celebrate Easter 
and Passover, where | ate lots of 
matzo ball soup. I usually found 
the Ahfkomen (a matzo hidden for 
the children, the finder of which 
was rewarded with money or 
treats), because my uncle always 
hid it under his hat, and none of 
the other kids seemed to catch on. 
My absolute favorite Easter candy 
was the row of bright yellow 
marshmallow birds roosting in 
those large cardboard boxes, 
looking up at you through the cel- 
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lophane. They were always poofy 
and chubby, with proud breasts, 
just like the real-life spring robins 
we would find poisoned from grass 
fertilizer and have to bury and 
mourn with elaborate funerals and 
popsicle-stick crosses — except 
these were yellow and quite tasty. I 
would have long arguments with 
my friend about whether it was 
nicer, more humane, to bite their 
heads off first, so they wouldn't 
stare at you with imagined, faint 
chirps while you munched on the 
body, or to assume the body had 
no feelings and go for it first. 

If you have a sensitive nature, 
you have to put aside any squeam- 
ishness to delight in Easter. You 
have to chomp down bunnies and 
chickens and ducks and baby 
lambs, all for the ultimate Easter 
pleasure — chocolate. 

To see the latest in Easter confec- 
tionery bliss, I visited Hooper’s 
Chocolate and Gifts (4632 Tele- 
graph, Oakl. 654-3373), an East 
Bay chocolate haven since 1939. 
Barbara Bush Hooper, who says 
she had the name before the first 
lady was even born, has been 
making quality chocolate for 50 
years. Hoopers employs more than 
50 people who have different areas 
of expertise — one woman 
decorates only bunnies and ducks. 
They transform fine Belgian 
chocolate into such best-sellers as 
The Super Hooper Egg, a three- 
inch-tall blend of white and dark 
chocolate with whipped chocolate 
cream and a tender fluffy marsh- 
mallow topping dipped in toasted 
almonds, 

Entire families of chocolate ducks 
are another hot item, with Baby 
Quacker and Mrs. Puddleducks as 
the milk chocolate mom. There's a 
pastel bunny pulling a cart in the 
shape of an egg and all manner of 
baskets with shiny grass and 
waving ribbons, ranging from 
$6.95 to the $35 Deluxe. 

For Easter aficionados who want 
to expand their holiday knowledge 
beyond their own backyard myths, 
Bertram Minkin performs “Hoppy 
Trails to You” on Sunday, March 
19th at the Museum of Modern 
Mythology, 693 Mission, SF. For 
information, call 546-0202.

STRONG- 
MINDED 
WHISKEY 


NOT ALL PEOPLE APPRECIATE 
true Scotch whiskey, but those who 
do have only disdain for those who 
don't. Scotch is “not suitable for 
people who are afraid of their own 
shadow,” sniffs Michael Jackson, li- 
quor expert and author of The 
World Guide to Whisky. 

Scotch in general is a potent bev- 
erage, not for the weak of heart or 
palate. Among scotches, single 
malts, or unblended whiskeys, are in 
a league by themselves. Made only 
in Scotland, single malts must come 
from only one distillery. They are 











“distinctive, expensive, and not 
aimed at a mass market,” Jackson 
asserts in his book. 

In single-malt tastings, the 
whiskeys aren't ranked or judged as 
to “quality” — they're all very 
high-quality. Rather, the tasters 
compare them by style and region, 
in order to appreciate the 
similarities shared by some and the 
distinctiveness evinced by each. 
Obviously, you need someone who 
knows a lot about whiskeys to con- 
duct a tasting. 

To get an idea of what single 
malts are all about from those who 
should know, I went to the single- 
malt tasting held at Little City on 
Feb. 21st. It was the sixth of these 
tastings for Little City, a popular 
North Beach restaurant and bar 
that always offers an excellent 
selection of single malts. 

It has become a very popular 
event: According to Vicki Fay, Lit- 
tle City’s general manager, the ap- 
proximately 25 spots sell out before 
it's ever publicized. The number of 
participants is limited because a 
single-malt tasting depends so 
heavily on presentation. 

The force behind Little City’s 
tastings is Bob Moody, who in- 
stituted the first one there and now 
conducts numerous tastings around 
the country. Moody, a diehard 
single-malt aficionado, has been in 
the liquor industry for some 30 
years (though he’s quick to point 
out that he doesn’t sell scotch). 

After a hearty meat-and-potatoes 
buffet meal designed to absorb 
some of the side-effects, the Little 
City tasters got down to business. 
The tasting room was set up with a 
large map of Scotland displayed on 
one wall so that Moody could 
point out the districts the different 
whiskeys hail from. Region is one of 
several important factors in a single 
malt’s style. Moody explained that 
the whiskeys were set up so that 
similar styles could be compared, 
moving from the lighter ones to the

heavier. After some background in- 
formation about single malts, we 
plunged in. 

The first two whiskys, Glen- 
morangie ten-year-old ($22-$25) and 
Glengoyne 17-year-old ($35-$40), 
were light and elegant in style. Glen- 
morangie is from the Northern 
Highlands, while Glengoyne is from 
the Western Highlands. Both are 
distilled in tall stills, Moody ex 
plained, which leaves the heavier 
elements behind. This makes for a 
lighter whiskey, but means that some 
of the taste is lost (it also means that 
you won't get as bad a hangover). 
The tasters seemed to agree 
that these were very smooth malts, 
but nothing special. 

We moved on to the Glenlivet 
12-year-old ($20-$24), the number- 
two selling whisky in the United 
States. Moody explained that he 
threw in Glenlivet so we could 
compare a very popular whiskey to 
less well-known single malts that 
have a great deal of character. The 
Glenlivet has a very light and 
sweet style (Moody and some of 
the tasters claimed to detect an 
aroma of ripe bananas). No one 
was impressed. 

Like the Glenlivet, the next two 
scotches were from the famous 
Speyside district of the Highlands. 
Of the 118 distilleries in Scotland, 
90 are currently operational, and 
49 of those are in Speyside, accor- 
ding to Moody. The Linkwood 
12-year-old ($18) and 16-year-old 
($35-$40) were both heavier in style 
than the previous whiskeys, with 
more character, yet still quite 
smooth. The Linkwoods, like 
many single malts, are aged in 
sherry casks. These two whiskeys 
proved to be very popular with 
the tasters — unfortunately, 
Moody informed us, they're very 
hard to come by. 

Next up was the Macallan ($40), 
another Speyside whiskey that's very 
tamous among aficionados. Aged in 
dry sherry casks, it’s known for its 
sherry finish, and is stylistically 
sweet. It was definitely a more fla- 
vorful whiskey, though not “medi- 
cinal” (a characteristic many 
whiskey-lovers seem to look for). 

The next two whiskeys were from 
Highland Park, the northernmost 


distillery in Scotland. The 12-year- 
old ($36) and 20-year-old ($60) were 
stylistically peaty — in other words, 
they had a definite, almost smoky, 
tang. They had a lot of character 
but weren't overwhelming. 

Laphroaig 15-year-old ($35) 
and Lagavulin 12-year-old ($25), 
both come from the island of 
Islay on the southern Atlantic 
coast. Moody explained that Islay 
produces very distinctive 
whiskeys, due to the salt spray 
from the ocean. Both were heavy, 
rich and peaty — almost oily. 
This type of single malt is 
definitely an acquired taste, 
though to some it’s the only type 
worth drinking. 

Last up were the Glenfarclas 
15-year-old ($35) and 21-year-old 
($60), again from Speyside. 
Moody described these as very 
dry, peaty and leathery in character 
— “like old cavalry saddles.” In 
single malts, however, this is not a 
criticism. The Glenfarclas, my per- 
sonal favorites, were very popular 
with the tasters, though some 
found them a bit much. 


At the end of the evening, all 
the participants pronounced the 
tasting a success. Whether they 
were experienced whiskey im- 
bibers or relative newcomers to 
the beverage, everyone rounded 
their palates a bit and had some ~ 
fun besides. And no one seemed 
too much the worse for wear, des- 
pite Moody's earlier warning that 
some of us might wake up with a 
numb tongue and itching teeth. 

The whiskeys we tasted (and 
single malts in general) aren't every- 
day drinks, either in taste or in 


‘ price, and they most likely aren't 


available at your corner liquor 
store. Some bars that specialize in 
them carry some of the types listed 
here (Little City has 28 single 
malts), and provide a good oppor- 
tunity to do a little tasting on your 
own. Major retailers are, again, 
likely to have some types, but find- 
ing a particular whiskey may take 
some calling around. If you love 
single malts, though, you already 
know it's worth the effort.

SAVVY 
CHEF 


ALONG WITH THE AWAKENING 
of American palates came a natural 
curiosity about the people who 
create the food we love to eat. The 
magicians who make wondrous 
and celebratory meals deserve rec- 
ognition and praise for their skill 
and efforts, The American chef has 
finally arrived, or at least in the 
minds of restaurant-going foodies. 

In fact, many American chefs 
have achieved star status. Maga- 
zine covers, billboards and tele- 
vision commercials appear month- 
ly with the faces, quotes and 
opinions of these oftentimes over- 
hyped cooking professionals. 

Tom Fox, executive chef of 
Eddie Jacks Restaurant, is not one 
of those who suffer from overex- 
posure. Mild-mannered and 
humble almost to a fault, Fox is 
one of the most talented and 
inspired chefs cooking in any Bay 
Area restaurant. 

Born in Pittsburgh, Pennsylva- 
nia in 1953, Fox lived and worked 
in the area until he was 28 years 
old, when he moved to Provi- 
dence, Rhode Island to pursue 
culinary training. He didn’t have a 
childhood studded with “other- 
worldly” food moments, but Fox 
does have many memories of 
wonderful, basic, fresh meals 
prepared by his mother. 

After an intensive two-year pro- 
gram at Johnson and Wales, a culi- 
nary trade school in Rhode Island, 
Fox was on his way in the restau- 
rant business. He did his extern- 
ship at Cafe In the Barn, studying 
under chef John Elkhay. The style 
of cooking at this restaurant, 
described as “new American” food 
focusing on ingredients indigenous 
to New England, influenced Fox 
greatly. 

In 1984 Fox drove his ‘76 Volks- 
wagen across the country to Cali- 
fornia in search of more training 
and inspiration. After interviews 
at Mustards, Fog City Diner and a 


BY TAKING THE “SAME SKILLS, 
techniques and approaches used in 
for-profit entrepreneurship” and 
using them to address critical 
social problems, Scott Mize hopes 
to end hunger in San Francisco. 

Mize is chairman of the board of 
Food Express, a nonprofit organi- 
zation whose goal is to obtain 
food that would ordinarily be 
thrown away by grocery stores 
and restaurants and channel it to 
the hungry. 

The idea for Food Express origi- 
nated with Food for Free, an eight- 
year-old organization that dis- 
tributes free food in the Cambridge 
area of Boston. Food for Free 
founder C.T. Lawrence Butler and 
Mize decided to expand on the idea 
by incorporating modern tech- 
nology. Using computers and a tel- 
ephone information system, they 
hope to set up an arrangement 
similar to that used by overnight 
delivery services, whereby 
computers outline the most direct, 
speediest routes of delivery. 

Speed is critical here because 
Food Express’ focus is on perish- 
able food. While intending to 
work in conjunction with local 
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few other noteworthy Bay Area 
spots, he settled in at Fog City as a 
sous-chef, Here he met two of the 
Bay Area’s food giants, Alice 
Waters and Jeremiah Tower, and 
made many important business 
contacts. Three hundred dinners 
nightly led to a certain degree of 
burn-out, however, and inspired 
Fox to try another well-known 
restaurant. 

In August of ‘86 Fox went to 
work at China Moon, where 
Asian ingredients and cooking 
methods really took hold of his 
food sensibilities. In November of 
the same year, Tim Dale, one of 
the partners in Eddie Jacks, 
approached him with an offer he 
couldn't ignore, and the Folsom 
Street restaurant opened with Fox 
as its chef in January of '87. 

Fox doesn’t fit the image one has 
of what a chef should look like, es- 
pecially one with such a creative 
and artistic aesthetic sense. Instead, 
he almost resembles the stereotypi- 


- cal scientist, and he certainly looks 


too conservative and well-groomed 
to be a chef of a popular and hip 
South of Market restaurant. 

Handsome, lean and refresh- 
ingly understated in most every 
way, Fox always seems to be com- 
posed and gracious. However, the 
kitchen does stimulate his cool tem- 
per from time to time, and passions 
become obvious, if not overstated. 

Southern French and Italian 
food is what Fox could live on for 
the rest of his life, he claims. 
According to him, this food “has 
integrity and is robust, close to 
earth and much like early Ameri- 
can food.” Ironically, many of the 
more popular dishes at Eddie Jacks 
are Asian-influenced. International 
ingredients combined with 
intelligence and sensitivity make 
Fox's culinary creations singular 
and special. 

Fox is currently working on pro- 
posals for an extensive culinary 
reference book. More than ten 
years of intensive wine studying, 
tasting and reading, combined 
with a professional and formal ed- 
ucation, make Tom Fox a unique 
and talented chef. His intellect is 
most definitely equal to his 
creative powers — a rare gift.

programs that already distribute 
canned goods, Food Express does 
not want to infringe on their 
territory. Instead, they want to fill 
a void and help eliminate waste. 

Food Express contends that all 
food organizations (restaurants, 
caterers, farmers, etc.) throw 
away 10 percent of their product 
and, of that, 60 percent is edible. 
They want to get this vast amount 
of food to the people who need it. 

The people Food Express targets 
are those Mize terms the “invisible 
hungry — single mothers, the tem- 
porarily unemployed, people on 
fixed income and the elderly.” 

The plan to reach these people 
in San Francisco is based on the 
Cambridge model. There will be a 
hub kitchen acting as head- 
quarters; from there, delivery 
vehicles will be dispatched to pick 
up and deliver food rapidly. There 
will be two central phone numbers 
— one for retailers to use, 
indicating what is available and 
where, and the second to be used 
by community groups, churches 
and the like to indicate where they

OOKING MULTLETHNIC MEALS 
at home can be both challenging 
and rewarding, and finding the in- 
gredients in San Francisco is really 
quite easy — we're blessed with a 
multitude of international shops, 
restaurants and grocery stores. 
Imported spices, sauces, condiments, 
herbs, vinegars and oils are found in 
most grocery stores, but the more 
esoteric items must be hunted down in 
the smaller neighborhood shops. 

In my cooking classes I have learned 
that many folks simply don’t know 
where to locate many necessary food- 
stuffs. Having spent the last 13 years 
searching the city for rare food items, I 
now find shopping easy. I've compiled a 
short list of shops that carry the exotic 
and unusual ingredients most common- 
ly called for in several of the more 
popular types of cuisines. Italian, Latin 
and Asian recipes require the most 
unique and hard-to-find ingredients. I 
hope this guide will help you in all your 
future cooking projects. 


ITALIAN 
Lucca Ravioli Company Lucca’s is a 
gold mine for low-cost and reasonable 
Italian and American ingredients. Im- 
ported olive oils, vinegars, olives, tinned 
and fresh anchovies marinating in oil 
and pigs feet are some of the basic ingre- 
dients for Italian cooking. Especially 
fantastic are prices for cheeses, cured 
meats and imported dry mushrooms. 
Sun-dried tomatoes, bottled capo- 
nata, Italian liquors, liqueurs, cookies 
and crackers line the shelves. House- 
made fresh tortellini and ravioli and 
meat, cream and pesto sauces are avail- 
able, as well as assorted breads and dry 
pasta. This is one of the friendliest 
shops in town.

get something for nothing, but 
that doesn’t mean you can’t come 
close. For the price of a drink (not 
necessarily alcoholic), you can get 
all sorts of free munchies from the 
bars and restaurants listed below. 

Our guides to bars and restaurants 
serving free hors d'oeuvres have 
always been among our most popular 
features, and, judging from the number 
of establishments still serving goodies, the 
trend is still going strong. Our crack 
teams of tasters had a grueling task, 
visiting happy hour after happy hour 
and consuming mass quantities of free 
food. As expected, they found that the 
quality varied wildly, from tasty and 
well-prepared to fundamentally inedi- 
ble. The bars’ ambience also varies 
widely, from fancy hotel hangouts to 
no-nonsense sports bars, although 
most of them are the piaces business- 
people frequent after work. 

The guide below is a selective one. 
Some of the places listed have very tas- 
ty food in a passable setting, while 
some have a lot of character and only 
passable food. Some, of course, have 
the best of both worlds. 

Keep in mind that, unless a specific 
food schedule is listed, what you get on 
any particular night depends on the 
whim of whoever is fixing it. The hours 
listed are those during which free hors 
d‘oeuvres are theoretically served, but 
you should take it for granted that most 
will run out long before the scheduled 
end (many of the downtown establish- 
ments seem to be out of food by 6 pm, 
depending on the night of the week). 

Drink prices are listed as low, expen- 
sive or average (we refuse to call them 
moderate). Average drink prices in 
these bars are about $2.25-$2.75 (Bud 
to Anchor) for domestic beer, $2.75-$3 
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for imported and $3.25-$3.50 for mixed 
drinks. Cheap means anything less, ex- 
pensive means anything more. 


SAN FRANCISCO 


California Cafe Situated right under 
480 off the Embarcadero, the crowd 
here is very downtown and fairly 
bland. The cafe has a boxcar motif and 
Southwestern colors. Drink prices are 
average, and you can eat all you want. 
Hors d'oeuvres: great fresh vegetables 
(including yellow and red peppers) 
with a good creamy Italian dip. 
Mon.-Fri., 4-7 pm. 50 Broadway, 
433-4400. 

Carlos ’n Pancho’s A restaurant and 
bar with basic Mexican chain decor, 
Carlos ‘n Pancho’s is an after-work 
hangout for younger types. Drink 
prices are low, but no food scarfing 
here. Hors d'oeuvres: bland but ample 


mini tostadas (beans, cheese and 
tomatoes), chips and salsa and tacos.

Eagle Cafe The famous Eagle Cafe is a 
real old-time SF hangout plopped 
down (literally) in the Pier 39 tourist 
complex, where it manages to maintain 
its character. You go for the ambience 
— Formica tables, the old SF photos on 
the wall, the lineup of hats behind the 
bar. It’s a relaxed and friendly place, 
drink prices are average, and you can 
eat all you want. Hors d'oeuvres: good 
marinated chicken wings; kind of nasty 
cheese spread with crackers and very 
yellow popcorn. Mon.-Fri., 4-7 pm. 
Pier 39, 433-3689. 

EI Rio A funky but friendly neigh- 
borhood place, El Rio has a great long 
shuffleboard and a garden area in 
back. The crowd is a mix of gay and 
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straight. Drinks are cheap and they ac- 
tually encourage you to eat the free 
oysters! Hors d'oeuvres: very good 
East Coast bluepoint oysters (flown in 
every Friday, they claim); tortilla chips 
and great homemade salsa. Fri., 5 pm 
until they're gone. 3158 Mission,

565 Clay An upscale Financial District 
restaurant and bar, 565 Clay is quiet 
and plushy, with a downtown 
business-suited crowd. An after-work 
rush hour during the week cleans the 
hors d'oeuvres out pretty quickly. 
Drink prices are moderate. Hors 
d'oeuvres: vary from night to night; in- 
clude nachos, quesadillas, chicken wings 
and more plus grapes, cheese and crackers. 
Generally quite tasty. Mon.-Fri., 5 pm- 
closing. 565 Clay, 434-2345. 
Giftcenter Pavilion Cafe This is a 
quiet, out-of-the-way, rather pink bar 
within the Giftcenter, patronized by a 
mix of people visiting the center. The 
crowd is largely business types, but the 
atmosphere and dress are casual. Drink 
prices are average, and no one cares 
how much food you take. Hors 
d‘oeuvres: vary from night to night (as 
does the quality); include chicken 
wings, bangers, meatballs. Mon.-Fri., 
5-7 pm. Giftcenter, 888 Brannan, 
552-8550. 

Gold Coin Lounge Your basic hotel 
bar in the Financial District Holiday Inn, 
complete with tourists and pianist at 
7:30. Drink prices are average. Hors 
d'oeuvres: basic but good and fresh 
items like chicken wings, mini pizzas, 
potstickers, burritos, cheese/fruit 
plates and hot salami. Mon.-Fri., 
4:30-7:30 pm. 750 Kearny, 433-6600, 
ext. 2869. 

The Holding Co. A large, warm, 
relaxing after-work bar, with lots of 
dark woodwork and beveled glass, that 


reminds you of Cheers. A friendlier 
place than many downtown bars, the 
crowd here tends to be younger. Drink 
prices are average, and no one cares 
how much you eat. Hors d'oeuvres: 
good melon and grapes, spicy cheese, 
chips and salsa and pretzels. Mon.-Fri., 
5-6:30 pm, 2 Embarcadero Center, 
986-0797. 

Iron Horse The Iron Horse is cozy and 
slightly stuffy, with a middle-aged 
crowd. It's a good place for intimate 
conversation, but not for large groups. 
The friendliness depends on the 
employee. Hors d'oeuvres are brought 
around to the tables on a tray every 15 
or 20 minutes. Drink prices are 
average. Hors d'oeuvres: good-quality 
items in small portions; include quesa- 
dillas with meat and veggies, spinach 
filo, fried zucchini, deviled eggs, small 
pizzas. Mon.-Fri., 5-8 pm. 19 Maiden 
Lane, 362-8133. 

Jay ’N Bee Club The Jay 'N Bee has a 
modified sub-tropical Mission District 
Irish cop ambience with occasional Bay 
Guardian reporters and possible televi- 
sion stars for random flavoring. Just 
buy drinks and tip well and you can eat 
all you want. Drink prices are low. 
Hors d'oeuvres: hot dogs for Monday 
Night Football and Thursday is make- 
your-own taco night; other nights you 
get pretzels, popcorn, crackers and 
cheese or the occasional tuna salad. 
Mon.-Fri., 5 pm till they run out (free 
hot dogs for lunch on Sat.). 2736 20th 
St., 648-0518. 

La Barca La Barca isa Mexican restau- 
rant and bar with a cafeteria-style at- 
mosphere. It’s big and dark, with an 
older business crowd. Low to moderate 
drink prices. Hors d'oeuvres: kind of 
greasy mini tostadas — toppings in- 
clude warm chicken, ground meat with 
chili spices, beans, cheese, guacamole 
and salsa.

Drinks are inexpensive to 
moderate; hors d'oeuvres are brought 
to your table on plates, and you have to 
ask for a second round. Hors 
d'oeuvres: good nachos, chips and 
salsa; occasionally some rather bland 
quesadillas.

MacArthur Park The quintessential 
Financial District yuppie bar and restau- 
rant, MacArthur Park is packed at 
lunch, but the after-work crowd is 
manageable. The wood-and-brick sur- 
roundings are quite comfortable, 
although those who don't like to sit on 
stools should head straight for the too- 
few chairs that have backs. Drink 
prices are average, and no one seems to 
notice how much you eat. Hors 
d'oeuvres: everything from marinated 
chicken wings to refried black beans 
with cheese to a salmon-cream cheese 
spread on any one night, plus chips, 
salsa, cheese and salami, hot peppers 
and potato chips. Generally tasty, 
though some items bland.

Drink prices are low to average. Hors 
d'oeuvres: real fried chicken, meatballs, 
nachos and dip, stuffed mushroom 
caps, vegetables.and dip.

Mr. Toad A subdued downtown res- 
taurant and bar with lots of wood and 
plants; the bar looks out on a gym, so 
you can watch people work out as you 
drink.

Hors 
d'oeuvres: tasty, non-greasy mini bur- 
ritos, Swedish and Mexican-style meat- 
balls, salsa and chips, veggies and sour 
cream dip.

Paradise Lounge A South of Market 
club with a large proportion of the 


young and hip, Paradise is nonetheless 
a comfortable hangout with a good mix 
of people.

Hors 
d'oeuvres: some not-bad deep-fried 
items (mushrooms, chicken, unidenti- 
fiable fish), anemic veggies and stan- 
dard cocktail weenies.

Scott’s Carriage House A some- 
whatstuffy, clubby place in the Embar- 
cadero, patronized by downtown 
types. The drink prices are high. Hors 
d’oeuvres: fried chicken wings (all bat- 
ter and bone), good brie and jack 
cheese, crackers, veggies, peanuts and 
goldfish. Tues.-Fri., 5-7 pm. 3 Embar- 
cadero Center, 433-7444. 

Scott’s Seafood Bar and Grill A 
fairly casual downtown restaurant and 
bar with the usual office clientele. 
There's lots of wood and brass, with 
lanterns on the tables and hanging from 
the ceiling for that nautical look. Drink 
prices are moderate to high, but no one 
minds if you chow down (most of the 
clientele probably wouldn't). Hors 
d'oeuvres: good fried clams (warm) 
with a spicy cocktail sauce, raw veg- 
gies, blue cheese dip, cheese and 
crackers. Mon.-Fri., 5-7 pm. 3 Embar- 
cadero, 981-0622. 

Sherlock Holmes, Esq. Plush Vic- 
torian furnishings and a Sherlock 
Holmes motif grace this 30th-floor 
lounge in the Union Square Holiday 
Inn. There are great views of the Bay, 
Coit Tower and Twin Peaks; chande- 
liers, a fireplace, dim lighting and 
Muzak. The crowd is after-work suits 
and shirts, and not real lively. Drink 
prices are average to high. Hors 
d’oeuvres: fairly bland but plentiful 
make-your-own nachos and tacos with 
ground beef or veggie fillings and 
cheese. Daily, 4:30-7 pm. Holiday Inn, 
480 Sutter, 398-8900. 

The Tonga Room The indoor storm 
(complete with rain, thunder and light- 
ning) that introduces the band (which 
floats around in the middle of a pool 
playing a weird blend of Polynesian, 
disco, rock and Motown tunes) makes 
this a great place when you need a little 
camp. The Polynesian theme extends 
to the drinks, which are all expensive 
and taste alike. Hors d’oeuvres: fried 
chicken wings, sweet and sour meat- 
balls, deep-fried veggies — everything 
looks the same. Mon.-Fri., 5-7 pm.

A USER’S GUIDE TO BURMESE CUISINE 





S MUCH AS I LOVE TO EAT 
Chinese, Thai and Vietnamese 
foods, sometimes I hunger for 
something just a bit different — as I 
suspect many people do. Burmese 
cuisine can be the welcome change 
you're looking for — the flavors are 
challenging and unique, while the cook- 
ing styles are familiar and comforting. 
Burmese food is gaining in popularity 
in the Bay Area, but it’s catching on 
more slowly than Thai has, and re- 
mains a mystery to many people. 

The war-torn country of Burma 
owes much of its unique style of cook- 
ing to the countless invasions and in- 
fluences from neighboring countries. 
After years of political turmoil, this 
small Asian country has developed a 
culture and cuisine separate and very 
distinct from the close-by countries of 
Thailand, India, Laos and China. In- 
gredients and cooking methods from 
all these areas can readily be seen in the 
cuisine, but the basic style belongs very 
much to Burma. 

The Burmese use many fresh, dried, 
fermented and salted ingredients, some 
of which are shared by China, while 
many more are found in Indian, Thai 
and Laotian dishes. For a chart outlin- 
ing the basic ingredients used in the 
various countries, see chart. 

Typical Burmese dishes include frit- 
ters, samusas, stews, noodle and rice 


Noodles in all shapes 
and sizes are a staple 
of Burmese cuisine. 





one-dish meals and stir-fries. Fritters 
can be fish, poultry or vegetables 
coated in a flour-based batter, deep 
fried and served with a spicy, slightly 
thick dipping sauce. Burmese fritters 
are generally greaseless and lighter 
than their Chinese counterparts. Egg- 
plant and squash are favored vegetab- 
les, while firm, meaty fish is preferred 
over the lighter varieties. Poultry is less 
frequently used for fritters. 

Samusas are meat-and-vegetable- 
filled triangle packets made from a 
pastry dough, not Chinese eggroll 
skins or Thai/Vietnamese rice paper. 
The highly spiced filling is wrapped in- 
to the dough and deep fried. The results 
are golden brown savory packages 
waiting to be dipped into a fiery-sweet 
sauce. Indian spices and dough are 
quite evident in this dish. 

Rice plays a very large role in the 
Burmese diet and finds its way onto the 
table in savory as well as sweet concoc- 
tions. Fried rice and rice with assorted 
spicy curry toppings are found through- 
out Burma. 

Burmese stir-fry dishes are much like 
the Chinese style. Pre-chopped ingre- 
dients cooked in a very hot wok over a 
high flame for a short time result in 
light and perfectly cooked vegetables, 


meats, poultry and fish. A small 
amount of oil is used in stir-fry and 
usually a small amount of stock or 
flavorful liquid is added at the end of 
cooking. The seasoned wok and red- 
hot flame impart a wonderful smoky 
taste to foods cooked in this manner. 
Burmese food is known for its 
pungent and aromatic curries. Unlike 
Chinese and Thai curry powders or 
pastes, Burmese curries are prepared in 


much the same way as are the Indian. , 


Freshly ground spices are cooked in hot 
oil until the exotic aromas perfume the 
air. Meats, poultry and/or vegetables 
are then added, along with liquid ingre- 
dients. This slow stewing method and 
the treatment of spices in oil come 
directly from India. 

Typically, Chinese and Vietnamese 
curry dishes are lighter and quite often 
stir-fried. Chinese and Thai spice 
blends do not include fenugreek, an in- 
dispensable and very pungent spice 
used in Indian and Burmese food. This 
spice is often the flavor that separates 
Burmese from other Asian curries. 
Coconut milk is used often in Burmese 
curries, as it tempers the fire from the 
hot chilies, makes a thick, creamy 
sauce and adds a delicious flavor. 

Burmese curries are served over 


fresh or dry noodles, usually with an 
assortment of garnishes. Burmese 
restaurants in San Francisco serve one 
or two dishes in this manner, but most 
curries are served on one plate, 
spooned over white rice and shared by 
all diners. 

Numerous dried and fresh noodles 
available in Burma are made from rice, 
chick-pea or wheat flours and are 
found in an assortment of sizes and 
shapes. Bean thread noodles, thin and 
transparent, are also very popular. 

Pekyasan are bean-thread noodles 
used in panthe kamkswe, a popular 
curry dish. Kyasangyi are fresh wide 
rice noodles and hsan kwkswe are the 
dry version. Daukswe are thin, dry 
wheat noodles used primarily in curry 
dishes. Muswa or miswa are extremely 
thin, dry wheat noodles. Rice vermicel- 
li, similar to our spaghetti, is called 
hsan kyasan. 

Mondi or mohinga are small fresh 
rice noodles used for a dish called 
mohinga, and mondi chauk are 
medium-size dry rice noodles made ina 
flat, round shape. Special noodles 
made from lightly fermented rice flour 
and sold by local noodle vendors are 
made fresh every morning. 

Potatoes appear in some Burmese 
dishes, certainly more than in Thai or 
Chinese. Curry stews often contain 
peeled and cubed potatoes, as do some 
soups. Samusa fillings are made pri- 
marily of potato with some meat and 
spices added. 

Most distinct, however, are “bask- 
ets” made from shredded white 
potatoes. The potatoes are first 
shredded and dried. Then a thin layer is 
placed in a metal basket with a long 
handle, a second metal basket is placed 
inside the potato basket and the 
potatoes are then deep fried. The 


resulting potato “basket” — thin, golden 


‘brown and very crispy — is then filled 


with slightly saucy ingredients, usually 
subtle stir-fried seafood or chicken 
with vegetables. The presentation of 
this beautiful and elegant dish is 
uniquely Burmese. 

Burmese desserts are very different 
from Chinese, Indian and Thai, but 
quite similar to a couple of Filipino 
desserts I have had in San Francisco. 
Sweet coconut milk, tapioca, jello, 
vanilla ice cream and nuts may not 
seem like exotic ingredients for desserts, 
but when they are combined the results 


_are magnificent and very exotic. 


“Paluda Ice Cream’ is an icy-cold con- 
coction served in an old-fashioned ice 
cream parfait dish. Tapioca, orange sliv- 
ers of firm jello, coconut milk, paluda 
syrup, roasted peanuts, small pieces of ice 
cubes and vanilla ice cream are combined 
into one strange and wonderfully refresh- 
ing dessert. (This is served at Burma's 
House; see list of restaurants below.) 
Sweet black beans and tropical fruits find 
their way into many other Burmese 
desserts. 

The next time you're in the mood for 
Asian food, give Burmese cuisine a try. 
You'll find that its hearty and unforget- 
table dishes are familiar, yet exotic 
enough to be challenging. |

( UICE BARS, KRISHNA-CON- 
scious vegetarians and megavitamin 
takers have entered the mainstream, 
transforming even the worst of 
America’s eating fetishes, the fast- 
food habit. Health food gurus of the 
'70s convincedus that salt, sugar and 
meat were nasty habits, but failed to 
persuade many that cutting up their own 
onions and garlic for nutritional salads 
was either enjoyable or health-giving. 
Now, natural foods delicatessens make 
fast foods a healthy habit by creating 
those healthful meals for you — to go. 

Rainbow Cooperative grocery store, 
Green Gulch Greengrocer and Real 
Foods in San Francisco and Living Foods 
in Berkeley and San Anselmo all offer 
extensive selections of healthy foods 
for carry-out. In addition, most Bay 
Area health food stores have a refriger- 
ated section with prepared sandwiches, 
and vegetarian restaurants often have 
take-out menus. 

The avocado-cheese sandwich is 
standard fare for just about every deli 
in San Francisco, but the definitive 
question for the health food deli is 
“Does it have sprouts?” If it does, 
you've found yourself a healthy health 
food deli, complete with a myriad of 
tofu dishes and organic produce. 

The competition for such delis in San 
Francisco so far is suprisingly low, says 
assistant manager of the Green Gulch 


Greengrocer, Donald Reynolds. 
“Deli sales have really gone up in the 
past year; something people really 
want in this neighborhood is prepared 
food. We hope to continue to expand,” 
Reynolds says. 

Already the Greengrocer has a cou- 
ple of hot vegetarian soups, some sand- 
wiches and fresh pasta, vegetable, rice 
and tofu salads, from recipes devel- 
oped over five years by Rosemary 
Sullivan. Customers can eat on the 
tables just outside the grocery in a 
quiet, contemplative atmosphere right 
in the Haight-Fillmore. The grocery is 
affiliated with the Green Gulch Zen 
Center across the street, Greens 
Vegetarian restaurant and the Tassa- 
jara Bakery under Everyday, Inc. 

Neighbors and students of the Zen 
Center now loiter at the once-raucus 
corner. “What had been there before 
was a liquor store, a major focus for 
crime, drugs and prostitution. Our 
store creates an oasis for the corner — it 
keeps the major problems away,” ex- 
plains Reynolds. 

It's not just a hearty three-bean salad 
you get at these delis, it's also a good 
dose of political awareness. The Rain- 
bow Cooperative Grocery at 15th 
and Mission is a central place for 
health-conscious New Agers, hippies, 
socialists and anarchists to network, 
shop and exchange ideas. 


“Did you hear about the recent coup 
in Paraguay?” one man asked worker 
Alan McKay over brown rice at the deli 
counter — a question typical of those 
you might overhear in Rainbow. Fliers 
about yoga, macrobiotic dinners and po- 
litical meetings line the wall at the exit. 

The largest grocery store-natural 
foods deli in San Francisco, Rain- 
bow serves freshly made sand- 
wiches and salads ranging from curried 
brown rice to tofu no-egg salad, hum- 
mus and baba ganouj, two-inch bits of 
rice wrapped in grape leaves. Hot items 
include soups, turnovers and veg- 
etarian stews and chilis. Many items 
are made at the deli counter, while 
some are brought in by a local In- 
dian chef. 

Real Foods on Haight and Stanyan 
and Living Foods in Berkeley and San 
Anselmo cater to yuppie health food 
tastes with gourmet health foods and 
items like organic chickens and coffee. 
Real Foods just opened its deli on 
Haight and Stanyan next to its grocery 
store, and serves a variety of salads, 
sandwiches to order, fresh juices, hot 
soups, vegetarian pates, vegetable- 
stuffed pastries and range-chicken pot 
pies. Living Foods rivals this selection, 
with 14 to 16 salads, Indian dahls and 
healthy sandwiches. 

The “good foods” philosophy of the

scheme and indoor-outdoor carpet, 
Tres’ decor is borderline Denny’s/Taco 
Bell. The two TVs (one big screen) with 
Arthur II playing didn’t help the am- 
bience.

gourmet-health food delis clashes with 
the ideas held by macrobiotics and 
Krishna practitioners, as well as those 
of the more stringent health food 
stores, about healthy cuisine. Samurai 
Organic Food Services in Oakland 
(654-2315) stresses the principles of 
balance and harmony through a diet of 
whole, in-season foods processed by 
traditional methods without meat and 
dairy products or chemical additives. 
Macrobiotic philosophy advises us to 
“be grateful for difficulties’ because 
difficulties produce strength and com- 
fort produces weakness. But they do 
deliver. 

Samurai’s meals change daily and in- 
clude a soup such as chestnut squash, 
cream of cauliflower or shitaaki 
mushroom; an entree like millet-sweet 
rice loaf stuffed with a black soy bean 
pate and served with a lotus root and 
mushroom oyster sauce; a salad and 
dessert. Cooks who have studied 
macrobiotic cooking at the Kushi In- 
stitute in Boston design the $8 meals 
($9.50 delivery), which can also be 
made for large-scale catering events. 

The San Francisco Macrobiotic 
Network (431-2122) and the Macro- 
biotic Center of Oakland (653-6510) 
also make take-out meals (no deliver- 
ies): $10 from the San Francisco net- 
work on Friday nights, $6.50 lunches 
and $8.50 dinners from the Oakland 
center. 

Two San Francisco restaurants, 
Govinda’s and Ananda, try to share 
Eastern spiritual philosophies through 
their food. Govinda’s is an in- 
dependently owned but Krishna-based 
lacto-vegetarian restaurant with a 
take-out menu. Inside the restaurant 
there are Hare Krishna recipe books on 
each of the tables espousing the cause 
of vegetarianism from health, ethical 
and economic points of view. The 
take-out menu includes rice, soups, 
steamed vegetables and smoothies. 

The Ananda Fuara Meditation Group 
backs Ananda restaurant, where, 
among other items, the “Infinite Blue” 
(a salad of mushrooms, onions, garlic, 
cabbage fried in oil with zucchini and 
brown rice over a bed of greens and 
sprouts with blue cheese dressing) is 
served ina “peaceful, quiet setting,” ac- 
cording to manager Bhagirathi. “We 
try to maintain a good consciousness 
when we make our food — that’s what 
we pass Gn to the customer.” The take- 
out menu includes a curry, a special 
like lasagne, “walnut balls,” barbecued 
tofu burgers and a giant fruit salad. 

Even with the advent of new natural 
foods take-out restaurants, deli- 
catessen and grocery stores, the 
old-style juice bars are thriving and still 
provide wholesome take-out meals. 
Sunshine Health Foods in San Fran- 
cisco makes deli sandwiches to order, 
from peanut butter to crab. There's 
also a pasty (from an Oakland bakery) 
with vegetables in a whole wheat crust, 
heated to order. San Francisco 
Health Food Store offers a few 
prepared sandwiches and salads that 
you can take out or eat at the full- 
fledged juice bar. 

Back to Nature, a juice bar on 
Ninth Avenue in the Sunset, offers 
large sandwiches, salads, smoothies, 
vegetarian soups and chili and simple 
breakfasts of bagels, granola, fruit, 
yogurt and whole-wheat croissants. 

The self-acclaimed “pioneers of the 
health food industry,” San Rafael 
Health Foods, provides a lunch bar 
and juice bar, and has been in business 
for 23 years. It now serves “power 
shakes” with brewer's yeast and 
lecithin, healthy salads, sandwiches 
and freshly made soups. 


Business is booming for many 
natural foods entrepreneurs — foods 
from the wholesale distributors, like 
Wildwood and Sun Country sand- 
wiches and Tassajara and Lotus bakery 
items, are widespread. Even the 
greasiest of delis include some of the 


‘healthful items. Pretty soon, you won't 


have to go further than a block 
anywhere in the Bay Area for that 
avocado, tofu and sprouts sandwich 
wrapped in politically correct paper, 
rather than plastic. 

But as Govinda’s worker Steve 
ONeal points out, “business depends 
on where the New Age people con- 
gregate.” So far, they haven't been 
knocking-down the natural foods res- 
taurant doors, but O’Neal and his Hare 
Krishna friends have big dreams for 
opening chain stores all over Califor- 
nia. “Right now I just want people to 
know we're here,” he says. “I've really 
been meditating on that lately.” a
